^Get out of the rail business^

British Columbia shoutd get out of the railway busi- 
eness. says the Royal Commission on the B.C. Rail- 
say. 

The commission. In its final report released Fri¬ 
day, says if the province is unable to divest itself of the 
BCR. it should turn the railway into a crown corpora¬ 
tion and stay out of its affairs. 

It urges that all rates be set at levels where no 
money is lost ahd that the government pay for unecon¬ 
omical .services its wants maintained. 


The report calls on the B.C. government to assume 
the railway’s $700 million debt In return for an Increase 
in the province's common shareholding in the rail¬ 
way. 

The commission says there is no significant poten¬ 
tial nseof the railway as an instrument of public policy 
or as a provincial development tool, and that It is basic¬ 
ally a feeder line to the Canadian National Railways 
line at Prince George for mills located between Wil¬ 
liams Lake, in the south, and Mackenzie, in the 
north. 

“Suggestions that the railway has a public policy 
function, or operates as a public service, constitute no 


more than an attempted rationalization of the fact that 
it loses public money on an enormous scale. < 

“These losses are incurred chiefly to support mis- 
located and oftentimes uneconomic industrial opera¬ 
tions, and to maintain routings to United States con¬ 
necting carriers disadvantageous to BCR.” 

The report says the cost of the railway to the 
province is out of proportion to any economic or social 
benefits and less than one quarter of its 2.060-kilometre 
line is economically viable. 

“The rest of the BCR system is operatt^ at a 
loss.” 

'The report says this loss means the public is 


supporting forest industry plants which, but for the 
BCR, would have located on the transcontinental lines, 
would have been served by truck or operated in a 
different way, or would not have been established when 
they were. 

“As a development tool, it has in no sense justified 
its existence through stimulation of resource reve¬ 
nues—its losses in recent years exceed total resource 
revenues from all the plants which it senes and in 1976 
exceed the total provincial revenue from stumpage and 
royalties.”

The major surgery that Municipai Affairs Minister 
Hugh Curtis has been promising regional districts will 
strengthen rather than weaken their powers if he takes 
any notice of his review committee report made pubiic 
Friday. 

The report aiso criticized the government for ne¬

The 2tl7-page report makes 
32 recommendations, among 
them: 

• Compulsory incorpora¬ 
tion of new municipalities or 
extension of existing muni¬ 
cipal boundaries when cer 
lain criteria are met. 

• At-large elections for 
(hairman. 

• Municipal mayors to sit 
automatically on boards. 

• Direct elections for other 
municipal and electoral area 
representatives. 

• Abolitioa of advisory 
planning commissions and 
election of electoral area 
commissions with jurisdic¬ 
tion over certain local mat¬ 
ters. 

• Definition of regional re¬ 
sponsibilities and authority 
through legislation rather 
than letters patent. 

• Regional boards to be 
allowed to adopt land-use 
bylaws without reference to 
the provincial government if 
they are In accordance with 
officially-approved regional 
plans. 

• Costs of provincial pro¬ 
grams imposed on regions to 
be paid by the province. 

Curtis refused any com¬ 
ment on the report, which 
he stressed was an Indepen¬ 
dent report, not legislation.

Bertram Thorpe, It. was 
taken by ambulance Ui Royal 
Jubilee Hospital about 2:39 
a m. Friday after his land¬ 
lord carrM him from his 
burning 1827 Cbestnut Street 
apartment 

About five hours later, at 
7:30 a.n., the hospital tele- 
pboued Thorpe’s landlord 
and said they were reluming 
him. 

^ NEITHER the Royal Jubi¬ 
lee nor the Memorial Pavil¬ 
ion veterans' facility wants 
him. 

He was turned out of the 
pavilion in March. 1977, lor 
breaking hospital rules. 

Late Friday evening, he 
was transferr^ temporarily 
to the Richmond Pavilion. 

His landlord, Donald El¬ 
liott, said Friday In an biter- 
view that he wouldn't allow 
Thorpe to return to the 
smoke-damaged apartment 
because be was in no condi¬ 
tion to leave hospital.

The rescinding of an order 
that would have ended the 
historic pa.ssenger senice 
Dec. 13 marked what was es¬ 
sentially a citizens' victory 
against seemingly over¬ 
whelming odds 
The magic moment ending 
an 11-month light came as 
Canadian Transport Com¬ 
mission president Edgar 
Benson, reading from a de¬ 
cision of his review commit¬ 
tee. said: "We have reached 
the conclusion that the new 
evidence before us warrants 
a reversal of the Railway

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Binges just what 
doctor ordered 
for mom-to-be 

ELIZABETH, N.J. (Reuter) — For the last six 
weeks. Catherine Smith has been a patient In Eliza¬ 
beth General Hospital and on her doctor's orders got 
drunk every day. 

The hospital announced Fritlay the extended binge 
worked perfectly because Mrs. Smith, who suffered 
two previous miscarriages, gave birth to (win sons late 
Wednesday. 

Pregnant women usually are warned to avoid 
alcoholic beverages. But Mrs. Smith's obstetrician. 
Dr. Edward Goodkin. explained Friday that alcohol 
inhibited premature labor, a problem Mrs. Smith 
suffered during her darlier pregnancies. 

During the six weeks she was in hospital. Mrs. 
Smith. 33, from Elizabeth, was confined to strict bed 
rest and placed on a fetal monitor. 

When she first entered the hospital. Mrs. Smith, 
who previously sipped only an occasional glass of 
wine, could not keep the alcohol in her stomach. The 
hospital experimented with sweet cocktails, such as 
pIna coladas. but that also (ailed. 

Finally she was fed straight alcohol intravenous- 
ly. Every day the equivalent of up to 10 drinks dripped 
through the tubes into her vein 

For most of the time she suffered dizziness, 
nausea and other discomforts because of the alcohol. 

“But throughout it all I just kept remembering 
that I was doing this to give birth to healthy children." 
she said. "When I gel out of here. I never want to have 
anything to do with alcohol anymore." 


Terror 4 stay 
In Yugoslavia 


BELGRADE (UPI) — 
Yugoslavia refused Friday to 
surrander to West Germany 
(our alleged West German 
terrorists and Bonn called the 
decision “a step backwards 
in the international fight 
against terrorism." 

The Yugoslav refusal to ex¬ 
tradite the (our West Ger¬ 
mans follows Bonn's refusal 
to hand over nine anti-TIto 
Croatians to Belgrade in Sep¬ 
tember. 

The four West (Jermans— 
Rolf Clemens Wagner, Bri- 
gite Mohnhaupt. Peter Bock 
and Sleglinde Hofmann — 
had been wanted in West 
Germany (or the kidnap-slay- 
ing of industrialist Hanns 
Martin Schleyer and other 
terrorist charges. 

They were declared per- 
.xona non grata In Yugoslavia 


and diplomatic sources said 
they have already been flown 
“to a country of their own 
choice." 

"The (our West German 
citizens have been denied fur¬ 
ther hospitality by Yugosla¬ 
via as undesirables." it said. 

It had been believed that 
some sort of exchange would 
be made between the four 
West Germans and eight 
Croatian extremists whose 
extradiUon Belgrade had de¬ 
manded from West Germany 
about the same time. 

When the exchange idea 
backfired two months ago. 
the Yugoslav press gccused 
Bohn m “a double standard 
on terrorism." 

The (our alleged terrorists 
had been arresM In May for 
illegal entry into Yugoslavia 
on false passports. 


Brazil regime

BRA.SILIA (AP) — Early 
returns from this week's con¬ 
gressional elections indicate 
the opposition Brazilian 
Democratic Movement may 
win up to five millloo more 
votes than the governing 
ARENA party, projections by 
newspaper political analysts 
show.

the vote would be a strong 
expression of popular support

Victoria MIA Charles Bar¬ 
ber spoke with Thorpe Fri¬ 
day night and promised him 
that he would contact the vet¬ 
erans' affairs pension advo¬ 
cate. Victoria MP Allan 
McKhnon. the hospital's so¬ 
cial worker and his own com 
munity office for possible 
transfer aid placement to 
another fadlity. 

VETERANS’ affairs has 
paid tils a month (or 
Thorpe's rent. 

Thorpe's landlord. Elliott, 
said VA had not informed^ 
him of the problems Thorpe’ 
had at the Memorial Pavil¬ 
ion. 


He was told by VA that 
Thorpe was turned out of the 
pavilion for leaving through 
an exit door and leaving it 
open. 

The VA counselling ser¬ 
vices spokesman In Victoria, 
Joseph Cain, said the Vic¬ 
toria department was short- 
staffed and had been working 
on Thorpe's relocation for 
months. 

CAIN SAID Thorpe would 
probably be relocated at 
George Derby hospital in 
Vancouver. 

However, an admissions 
doctor for George Derby and 
Shaughnessy hospitals in 
Vancouver said Friday in a 
telephone interview that they 
would be unprepared to ac¬ 
cept Thorpe. 

If his own veteran’s hospi¬ 
tal won't take him because of 
his behavior, the doctor said, 
then Vancouver can't be ex¬ 
pected to. 

The Colonist viewed 
Thorpe's smoke-damaged 
apartment early Friday 
morning. 

INCLUDED among the 
empty beer and Maalox 


bottles were prescription 
nasal spray, paln-kllling tab¬ 
lets and bottles of Vallum and 
Noludar.. 

A doctor said Vallum, a 
tranquillizer, and Noiudar, a 
sieeping pill, when mixed 
with alcohol were ''dyna¬ 
mite".

not have normally occurred, 
the railway appears to have 
distorted rather than stimu¬ 
lated the economy of the In¬ 
terior. 

The commission says the 
political intention in putting 
money into the railway was 
to benefit central and north¬ 
ern areas of the province but 
no net benefit has resulted. 

Commissioners also said 
much harm had resulted 
from the political direction of 
the BCR’s management and 
development. 

"The crown should divest 
itself of its interest as a 
shareholder If suitable terms 
can be negotiated, and limit 
Iks role to that of exercising 
normal shareholder rights if 
such a sale cannot be nego¬ 
tiated." 

The commission says tbe 
province would be better 
served by transfer of the BC3 
to tbe CNR provided that 
service would be continued 
for an appropriate period for 
existing industrial shippers. 
BCR eitiployees would be in¬ 
corporated into the CN work¬ 
force and the province re¬ 
ceive compensation for its 
investment in the profit-mak- ' 
ing part of the system. 

If management of the rail¬ 
way remains with the prov¬ 


ince, the commission recom- 
mends it be made an 
autonomous crown corpora¬ 
tion, accountable to a min¬ 
ister, but without political 
representation on its board. 

The establishment of a 
regulatory commission to su¬ 
pervise limited aspects of the 
line is also recommended. 

The commission would not 
set rail rates but would en¬ 
sure that all rates are eco¬ 
nomic, and would be avail¬ 
able as an appeal body to 
shippers seeking relief. 

The report says many local 
rates for movement of manu¬ 
factured products do not 
break even, and grain rates 
are hopelessly uneconomic. 

"We recoimaend that BCR 
be required to set all rates at 
not less than compensatory 
levels, that is to say levels 
high enough to recover vari¬ 
able or direct costs and make 
some contribution to tbe pool 
of fixed costs.” 

The commission says if the 
railway is to be retained by 
the province, "it be operated 
along strictly commercial 
tines, and that it continue un¬ 
economic services or por¬ 
tions of the system only If 
assured of a specific prede-

"The $I billion spent on the 
railway, most of it public 
pension money which must 
be repaid out of future taxes, 
has in effect been spent to 
move four per cent of the 
province's forest production, 
most if not all of which could 
have been moved by different 
means." 

The commission recom¬ 
mends an end to the passen¬ 
ger service, the less-than- 
carload freight service and 
the piggy-back service for a 
saving of $1.3 million a year, 
and the abandonment of the 
Dease Lake line riorth of Fort 
St. James and the Dawson 
Creek line for an annual sav¬ 
ing of $3.3 million. 

It also recommends the 
sale of assets, including sur¬ 
plus land, which could realize 
more than $73 mOlioo. 

The commission also sug¬ 
gests that tbe railway pay 
for services the same as 
other businesses. Including 
municipal, school, fuel and 
sales taxes and worker’s 
compensation assessments. 

It urgns the railway to stay 
out of the northeast coal de¬ 
velopment unless guaranteed 
all capital and operating 
costa. 

Commiasioners Lloyd 
McKenzie, Syd Welsh and 
Dave Chapman tay they 
won't condemn any member 
of the BCR maoigernem for 
the railwiy’a “disastrous 
plunge into tbe north." 

“Tbe evidence presented to 
us would not sustain any 
charge of fraud or other di¬ 
shonesty against past or pres¬ 
ent officers of the railway. 
The northern extension disas¬ 
ters appear to have resulted 
in large measure from BCR's 
almost total isolalisa from 
commercial realities.” 

The report says manage¬ 
ment “has endured monu¬ 
mental frustrations in re¬ 
sponding to unrealistic 
political Instructions, unrea¬ 
sonable shipper demands and 
pressures exerted by power¬ 
ful connecting carriers." 

The commission calls for 
appointment of a full-time 
president as chief executive 
officer. 


the Daylincr. coming on the 
third day of tbe CTC review 
committee hearing in Vic¬ 
toria. was really no surprise. 
The stage was set Thursday 
when CP Rail withdrew from 
its fight to uphold the original 
ruling, it claimed it had been 
caught by surprise by Vla'a 
desire to run the service and 
could do little but sit back and 
maintain a watching brief. 

CP Rail's application for 
abandonment had been up¬ 
held by the Railway Trans¬ 
port Committee Dee. 14,1(77 
in a ruling that found: 

• Tbe train wasn't carry¬ 
ing enough passengers to jus¬ 
tify the financial losses of a 
continued service; 

• Transportation needs 
would not be hindered by 
withdrawal of service. 

There were two postpone- 
ments of the abandonment 
date, fhe last to Dec. 13 to 
allow appeals to the review 
committee and provide a 
chance for the province to 
fight the matter in court. The 
B.C. government will still be 
going to tbe federal appeal 
court In Vancouver Dec. 4 to 
contest other aspects of the 
case. 

The government wants a 
ruling enforcing the historic 
agreement under which con¬ 
tinual service was to be pro¬ 
vided in return for massive 
land, mineral and timber 
grants. This would be a safe¬ 
guard against future moves 
to ditch the servico. 

It also opposes CP's efforts 
to have taxpayers shoulder 
80 per cent of the los.ses dat¬ 
ing back to 1874. The govern 
ment believes CP, because 
of the enormous grants, 
should pay the entire costs. 

The work done during the 
past 11 months by citizens’ 
groups—notably the E&N 
.Steering Committee—has 
been crated by many for ■ 
remarkable turnaround in 
business, something thit had 
to be taken into consideration 
by Benson and his two fellow 
committee members Friday. 

The steering committee 
was founded by E&N em¬ 
ployees belonging to the Unit¬ 
ed Transportation Union. 

Since the campaign began 
the Daylincr doubled in size 
to a two-car train and Sunday 
service was introdoced. 
Tours were organized and the 
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passenger load has had a 
fourfold increase since last 
year, with a projected figure 
of 43,000 to 43,000 for this 
year. 

The committee found vari¬ 
ous reasons for the increase 
in rendering Its preliminary 
ruling Friday. A more com¬ 
plete formal decision will be 
made later. 

The committee aaid some 
of tbe succesa could probably 
be attributed to the emotional 
impact of the earlier rulihg. 
It also credited the citizens' 
campaign, a decrease In pas¬ 
senger fires and the re-open- 
ing of service between Parks- 
ville and Courtenay following 
the rebuilding of two 
bridges. 

While it referred to an In- 
brease in losses, the commit¬ 
tee noted tbe Ipaa per pas¬ 
senger was' down 
considerably. Evidence had 
shown a projected loss per 
passenger this year of $8.37 
compared with $26.18 last 
year and $38.81 in 1876. 

In Its ruling the committee 
said CP's application for dis¬ 
continuance of service— 
which lemilns in piece— 
would be reconsidered by the 
Riilway Transport Commit¬ 
tee within five years. During 
that period the operation 
would be continually moni¬ 
tored. 

At the moment, the five- 
year review regulation ap- 
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plies to atl railayt under 
terms of the Railway Act. 

With Via Rail atauming full 
reaponsibility for all paaaen- 
ger operatlona, tbe five-year 
ruling Is expected to disap¬ 
pear by April 1. At the same 
time. Vie expects the E&N 
five-year review will have to 
run its course. 

There was no mention in 
Friday's decision of upgrad¬ 
ing badly deteriorated E&N 
stations, but there was an 
expectation that this would 
be included In the formal rul¬ 
ing 

In presenting the B.C. gov¬ 
ernment's final argument, 
lawyer Louis Lindholm told 
the committee that if it up¬ 
held the original abandon¬ 
ment ruling it “may be stran¬ 
gling a child with tremendous 
potential for good just as it 


emerges from a sickly 
period.” , 

He said tbe possible suc¬ 
cess of tbe line was no longer 
ba.sed on dreams, but had 
“turned to reality." 

Lyle Kahl (MLA—Esqui¬ 
mau), one of those who had 
fought to save the service, 
said the decision spoke well 
for the efforts of a lot of 
people. Like others, he said 
much remained to be done to 
as.sure that success would be 
achieved. 

Victoria alderman Murray 
Glazier, who sold city council 
on the idea of creating a 
small passenger station 
downtown, said he was par¬ 
ticularly pleased with what 
he considered a "very firm 
and very clear" derision. 

John Cooper, chairman of 
the E&N Steering Commit¬ 


tee, saUI that while he was 
"delighted” with tbe ruling, 
he felt there was still a battle 
to be fought to assure that the 
service would remain In 
place. 

"This Is splendid news for 
the people of Vancouver la- 
land," said an elated Charles 
Barber later. 

"But it is also a warning." 
said the NDP MLA (er Vic¬ 
toria, “that we will have to 
watch the CPR and Via like 
hawks for the next five years 
to sec they honor the btatnic- 
tions in letter and spirit."

The major¬ 
ity of the parade-watchers 
booed and hissed. 

Iranian officials said the 
shah had not made any re¬ 
cent public appearances out¬ 
side his palace, and they said 
no particular significance 
could be attached to his ab¬ 
sence from the reviewing 
stand at the parade Friday. 

"The shah is not always 
here on Armed Forces Day,” 
one official said. 

The tide of anti-shah dem¬ 
onstrations stretched all the 
way to the Philippines, where 
police arrested 98 Iranian 
students Friday during an un¬ 
ruly march. The protesters, 
who were dispersed by water 
cannon near the Iranian Em¬ 
bassy. also carried signs 
branding President Carter 
"the dirty fox” for his sup¬ 
port of the Iranian monarch. 


West push urged 
for South Africa 

OMAHA, Neb. (AP) — Economic intervention by the 
West is the only thing that can stop a “terrible race war" in 
South Africa, banned South African newspaper editor Don¬ 
ald Wood said Friday. 

Wood, who escaped South Africa while under what 
amounted to house arrest, said a race war in South Africa 
would have repercussions throughout the world—"every¬ 
where you have people of different races.” 

Wood was banned after the newspaper he ran. The 
Daily Express, attracted the goyemment's wrath in its 
coverage of the death In prison of black leader Steven 
Biko. 

He said South Africans, as a result of fear, have allowed 
their police to become goons and their liberties u> be taken 
away. “They all aren't wicked people.” Wood said of South 
Africa's whites. "They're scared people.” 


‘Torture’ used 
by Nicaragua 

WASHINGTON (AP) — The human rights arm of the 
Organization of American States charged Friday that the 
Nicaraguan government used torture and murder during 
and after last September's civil war. 

The Inter-American Commission on Human Rights said 
the National Guard of Nicaraguan President Anastasio 
Somoza acted "with marked contempt for human life, 
shooting many people, in some cases children ... in the 
presence of their parents, brothers and sisters." 

The 81-page report was based on an Oct. 3-to-t2 visit to 
Nicaragua by six members of a special committee that 
included Tom Farer. a U.S. stale department l-alin Ameri¬ 
can expert. They collected information with the consent of 
the Nicaraguan government 


Boat people get food, water 


KUALA LUMPUR. Malaysia (UPI) 
— Thousands of stranded Vietnamese 
refugees jammed aboard a rusty 
freighter off the Malaysian coast Friday 
were delivered much-needed water, 
food and medicine as they endured hot 
sun and bouts of illness. 

American. French and Canadian dip¬ 
lomats sought FridaFto stop the Malay¬ 
sian government from lowing the 2.509 


refugees out to sea. 

In a area too crowded for movement, 
the refugees have created makeshift 
canopies as protection against the ele¬ 
ments. They have managed to wash 
some clothes with salt water but they 
cannot bathe. 

The ambassadors of France. Canada 
and the United States and a U.N. refu¬ 
gee ofDcial appealed to Foreign Minis¬ 


ter Zakaria Ali to postpone the expul¬ 
sion. 

Malaysian officials have proposed 
towing the dilapidated I.OOO-ton freight¬ 
er Hai Hong out of Malaysian waters 
while Western countries decide whether 
to accept the refugees themselves. 

Police were bringing provisions to the 
refugees but Malaysian authorities 
have prohibited UN emergency food 
deliveries. 


‘Constructive’

DAR ES SALAAM. Tanzania (UPI) - 
President Julius Nyerere Friday rejected 
Nigerian mediation efforts to end the border 
war with Uganda and again indicated he will 
keep his troops in action until President Idi 
Amin is thrown out of power. 

Government officials noted they expected 
Intense diplomatic pressure against any 
such action by Nyerere. Military observers 
said they believed the Tanzanian leader was 
trying to stir Ugandan troops to rebel 
against their dictator presldent-for-life. 

Nyerere rejected a mediation effort by

The report, he said, did 
not really contain any sur¬ 
prises. but it did cast a new 
light on some issues. 

He refused to predict what 
the legislation would contain, 
saying that it had not yet 
been drafted, altbimgh In the 
past he has predicted "major 
surgery.” 

There have been persis- 
teM rumors that the region Is 
to be stripped of all land-zon¬ 
ing authority, but recommen¬ 
dations in the report appear 
to enhance rather than take 
away from that jurisdiction. 

Capital Region Board 
Chairman James Campbell 
was happy with the report 
which, M pointed out. con¬ 
tained endorsement of sev- 
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eral recommendations made 
in the board's brief presented 
to the committee earlier this 
year. 

Noting the recommenda 
lion that all municipal 
mayors serve on regional 
boards, he said he hop^ that 
three local mayors who were 
able to do so would place 
themselves on the board this 
year. 

Recent legislation has 
given mayors power to ap¬ 
point regional board direc¬ 
tors as current terms expire, 
and at the end of this year 
seats will become vacant in 
Oak Bay, Saanich and Cen¬ 
tral Saanich. 

The recommendations in 
the report were based on the 
premise that regional author¬ 
ities should be established 
with statutory power. 

Under these regulations the 
provincial government could 
implement some provincial 
programs, according to the 
report. 

"Some municipal boun¬ 
daries would be extended to 


take in fringe areas, and 
other populated areas would 
also be Incorporated. 

“Electoral areas would 
have a simplified local au¬ 
thority with jurisdiction over 
certain local matters. Ad¬ 
ministration of these would 
be handled through the re¬ 
gional structures. 

"The regional district 
would be made up of rep¬ 
resentation from municipali¬ 
ties and electoral areas and 
would handle regional and 
inter-municipal or inter-area 
matters. 

“In remote amd sparse¬ 
ly populated areas of the 
province this regional struc- 
tzde would not be established 
until such time as develop¬ 
ment and population requlr^ 
it,” 

Although the report recom¬ 
mended that sparsely popu¬ 
lated parts of the province 
not have regional govern¬ 
ments. it recommended that 
regional boundaries on Van¬ 
couver Island remain as they 
are. 

Hie report also found that 
the regional government sys¬ 
tem has worked well In many 


cases but major problems re¬ 
sulted from a lack of commit¬ 
ment by the provincial gov¬ 
ernment to the regional 
district concept. 

It found there was a "lack 
of support from (be muni¬ 
cipal affairs and housing 
ministry, a lack of co-opera¬ 
tion by other ministries and 
and their field agencies, a 
lack of specific responsiblli 
ties set out for regional gov¬ 
ernments. a lack of under 
standing by (he general 
public and, unfortunately, in 
some cases by poor perfor¬ 
mance on the part of the re¬ 
gional districts. 

The study called on the 
provincial govermment to 
designate specific division of 
responsibilities between re¬ 
gional districts, municipali 
ties and the provincial gov 
emment. and to outline (he 
mandatory responsibilities 
and permissive powers for 
the regional districts. 

“The volume of complaints 
about the ministry is an as¬ 
pect which cannot be over 
stressed by this committee.'' 
the report said.

IT'S THAT TIME of the year again: that 
time being when certain city and municipal 
fathers — and mothers too — as weil as 
those who aspire to such civic parentage, speak 
generously of their own worth, parade unstint- 
ingly their various talents and seek the approba¬ 
tion in ballot form of their fellow citizens, so that 
they may represent ^em, act for them and 
speak for them in the council halls of our towns 
and villages on many and sundry matters of 
our hearths and homes. 

It is also the time — for it must coincide 
precisely — that we, the burgers, judge the value 
and character of those contending for office and 
cast our votes accordingly. Many of us speak 
openly of the strengths or weaknes^s of the 
prospective and hopeful alderpersons and/or 
school board members, some of whom we 
feel may not have the divers values required to 
hold such positions of responsibility, while others 
we may accept as being quite capable of assum¬ 
ing that mantle of authority they so avidly 
seek. 

Regardless of how we personally view these 
rTvals for our vote, be it favorably or otherwi.se. 
we must come to the realization, if we do not 
already possess the full knowledge, that the 
electorate of all political parts and divisions of 
Greater Victoria are fortunate indeed in those of 
our neighbors who now seek public office. 

To underline the true wealth of this priceless 
gift of human worth, let us look for a moment on 
what one group of townspeople dwelling south of 
our border have to contend with on their coun¬ 
cil and school board. 

In their pafticular city the following misfor¬ 
tunes have hit: the mayor has disappeared, six 
aldermen (out of six) have been indicted on 
charges of receiving kickbacks from local carni¬ 
val operators in exchange for operating permits, 
and the school board chairman has been fined in 
court for publicly displaying his bare bottom 
from a car window. 

No matter how seriously we citizens of 
Greater Victoria may regard the shortcomings 
of some of our prospective township elders, we 
at least can go to the polls today secure in the 
knowledge that happenings such as these are not 
at all likely here. 

Certainly In the past, at least, there has 
never been a case of a city or municipal council 
being charged in tolo with one overall single 
specific criminal or civil misdeed. Nor, indeed, 
is there any record of any school board chairmen 
indulging in "mooning”. Therefore, the time has 
come, it would appear, for us to count our 
blessings as well as cast our votes. 

Be sure and do both today. 


A nothing budget 

THERE IS LITTLE TO BE SAID that hasn't 
already been said about Finance Minister Jean 
Chretien's latest budget. Touted by the govern¬ 
ment side as a financial operating program 
which will titillate the economy but not the rate 
of inflation, it has come as a sort of anti-climac- 
tic conclusion to the Trudeau government's sil¬ 
liest season yet. 

If it is non-inflationary, then it is also uni¬ 
maginative, non-stimulating and generally non- 
remarkable. As former prime minister John 
Diefenbaker so succinctly put It: "It demon¬ 
strates a defeatist attitude by a worn-out govern¬ 
ment.” 

And so it does. Tbe budget does nothing to 
alleviate the nation's multi-billion dollar deficit, 
it does nothing to encourage young people, noth¬ 
ing to give hope to the unemployed and nothing 
to give cause or reason to the vast majority of 
Canadians to look to the future Mth anything 
approaching optimism. \ - 

Indeed, the only thing we may have to be 
optimistic about these days Is that they are 
slowly but surely marking off the end of a federal 
government that has been too long in office.

U.S. survived separatists — we will too 


TORONTO — Canada is a nation like , 
all other nations. Indestructible and In- ' 
divisible, abort of mllitray invasion. 
Prospects for the success of Quebec 
secessionism must be seen in that 
light. 

The nation is not going to disinte¬ 
grate in the fhce of secessionist bluster. 

The United States in the years between 
1820 and 1800 was racked by the threat 
of secesaion. The southern slates were 
offended by Import duties on manufac¬ 
tured goods to encourage secondary in¬ 
dustry. The southern leaders called the 
import duties Introduced by President 
Andrew Jackson as the “tariff of abomi¬ 
nations'' and advanced the Iheoiy of 
"nullification''. Stales could repeal laws 
passed by the U.8. Congress. 

Leaders in southern stales looked 
upon themselves as ill-used. By the 
1830s, 80 per cent of U.S. exports were 
originating in the southern slates and 
cotton in the two decades before the 
Civil War occupied substantially the 
same place in world commodity trade 
as petroleum does today. Every major 
Industrial nation,required cotton pro¬ 
duced in the southern slates for its vital 
textile industry, whereas most indust¬ 
rial nations had coal reserves large* 
enough to make them self-sufficient in 
fuel. 

Southerners protested that high im¬ 
port duties on manufactured goods inhi¬ 


bited the export of southern commodi¬ 
ties, like tobacco and cotton. No 
objective evidence existed to justify this 
suspiciol, but this did not assuage the 
soughem sense of grievance. 

In the northern states, foes of slav¬ 
ery demanded expulsion of the .southern 
stales to protest against the suppression 
of human rights. How the truncation of 
the United Slates would free the slaves 
the abolitionists never explained. 

In the wake of southern agitation 
against northern domination, northern 
resentment against heavy Influence in 
the federal government, and abolitionist 
demands that the southern states be 
expelled, tbe belief look hold that the 
United States would quietly disintegrate 
In the face of any real secessionist 
effort. A doctrine enjoying favor In tbe 
southern states was that the United 
States was a voluntary association of 
sovereign stales, whose members were 
free to withdraw at will. 

This concept had been endorsed by 
the aujnist Thomas Jefferson, and was 
Implicit In the language of the U.S. 
Constitution, which does not contain the 
words ‘ination” or “national." The idea 
of nationhood was just gaining ground 
at the time tbe U.S. Constitution was 
framed, and the word “state” embodied 
many of the ideals now as.socialed with 
the wort “nation" 

On December 20, I860, a stale con¬ 



vention in Charleston. South Carolina 
declared, “thatihe union now subsisting 
between South Carolina and other slate.* 
under tbe name of the United Stales of 
America Is hereby dissolved.” Other 
southern stales followed South Carolina 
in seceding. The belief was widespread 
that northern public opinion would con¬ 
done secession. 

Southern leaders were also confident 
the central government did not have 
sufficient military sirngth to defeat 
Ihtir defiance of its authority. On June 
20. 1080, the U.S. Army comprised 1.080 
officers and 14,026 enlisted men. only 
020 of whom were stationed east of the 


Mississippi River. Many army leaders, 
such as General Robert E. Lee and 
General Albert Sidney Johnston were 
known to be southern sympathizers. 

Southern leaders were proven 
wrong. While some northern inlelleclual 
leaders, like Horace Greeley of the New 
York Tribune, urged that secession be 
tolerated, their agitation was soon sup¬ 
pressed. Tile military weakness of the 
United Slates was made good within a 
year by frenzied Importing from Eu¬ 
rope. 

In his first Inaugural address. on,as^ 
March 4, 1861, President Lincoln 
summed up the nationalist poailion: “I 
hold that the Union of theM Stales Is 
perpetual. Perpetuity is Implied in the 
fundamental law of all national govern 
menLs. It is safe to assert that no gov. 
ernment proper ever had a provision in 
its organic law for its own termina¬ 
tion." 

Attempting to tear the Canadian 
nation asunder would be much more 
painful than the same operation pro¬ 
posed 117 years ago In the United .Slates 
The countless strands of national eco¬ 
nomic and social life have become so 
closely woven logatber that attempting 
to sever them after 111 years would 
cause unsupportable hardship. The Ca¬ 
nadian nation, like other nations, is 
Indestructible and indivisible. Future 
events will confirm this truth. 



JU4T ANCE WOULD B& MICE... 
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The American voter uneasy 
but keeping his options open 


W ASHINGTON - W hal the 
voters did on mid-term Elec¬ 
tion Day proves just one 
thing: the fragmented shape 
of American politics and the 
American political con¬ 
sciousness at this time. 

The voters were not united 
in any common fear or re¬ 
sentment or aspiration. They 
were not prepared to do any 
thing so radical as to abandon 
their existing political sys¬ 
tem by dealing a fatal blow to 
the Republican Party. Nor 
were they prepared to do any¬ 
thing so radical as giving the 
Republicans a spectacular 
revival. They neither en¬ 
couraged nor discouraged the 
Democratic Party. They 
passed no clear judgment on 
President Carter, either for 
or against. 

Nor was there any evidence 
in the voting pattern of a 
clear mandate to the win¬ 
ners. The idea launched by 
Proposition 13 in California 
that all troubles can be solved 
by cutting taxes seems to 
have passed its zenith. Simi¬ 
lar proposals for curbing 
taxes did moderately well in 
some places, not so well in 
others. If anything, the voting 
pattern showed a healthy 
awareness of the fact that 
sovereign panaceas seldom 
work. 

A side poll taken by CBS 
News and the New York 
Times was interesting on 
public altitude toward the 
problem of a shrinking dol¬ 
lar. It appeared to show a 
strong feeling among voters 
that cutting government 
spending Is probably a better 
and more effective way of 
stabilizing the American 
economy than cutting taxes 
would be. 

If this Is a true reflectioo of 
the American public attitiide. 
then Americans are sound in 
their thinking. Tax cutting 
without budget cutting would 
stimulate inflatioa and fur 
ther weaken the dollar. But 
budget cutting, with or with¬ 



out lax cutting, would re¬ 
strain inflation and strength 
en the dollar. 

In the above opinion poll 
and throughout the voting 
pattern that main message 
came thnnigfi loud and clear. 
The American voters do not 
believe in or want to aulho 
rize any radical solution to 
any of their desires or anxie¬ 
ties. 

It would have been normal, 
but also slightly radical, for 
the voters to have cut the 
Democratic margins in the 
Senate and House in Wash¬ 
ington drastically. There was 
no such drastic cut, just a 
sort of warning tap on the 
wrist. In effect, the Demo¬ 
crats were reminded that 
they loo are politically mor¬ 
tal and should watch their 
step. 

Republicans were hoping 
for something in the voting 
pattern which would show 
an inclination to judge Presi 
dent Carter unfavorably. 
There was no such clear 
showing. Some of the Demo¬ 
crats Mr. Carter tried to help 
were defeated. Some won. 
Mr. Carter displayed no 
magic ability to pull through 
a Democrat in difficulty in a 
marginal constituency. But 
no one can prove from the 
voting pattern that Mr. 
Carter had been repudiated. 

Taken all together the vot¬ 
ing pattern confirms the fol- 
lowlag picture of the present 
stats of mind of the American 
people: 

Americaps are uncomfort¬ 
able about thd condition of 


their economy. They know it 
is not a good thing to have the 
dollar weak and declining on 
foreign markets. But they are 
not ready to trust their gov¬ 
ernment to those who would 
apply radical or drastic re- 
m^ies to the problem. They 
want something done, but by 
and large they prefer to leave 
the Congress and the centres 
of state and local government 
in the hands of Democrats 
whose record shows concern 
for those segments of the 
population who would be 
most Injured by drastic re¬ 
medies. 

At the same lime the 
American voters prefer to 
keep the Republicans around 
as a potential alternative 
should the Democrats fail 
them badly in the days 
ahead. It would be equally 
imprudent to give up the Re¬ 
publican alternative, or let 
the Democrats think they can 
win without trying. 

November's American 
. voter did nothing imprudent, 
nothing drastic or radical. He 
kept his options open. He is 
uneasy, but not frightened 
He is willing to think ahead, 
but not yet to decide on any 
new direction, and certainly 
not ready yet to pick new 
leaders with radical new 
ideas.

Japan’s blackboard jungle 
blamed on soft parents 


TOKYO — When a group of 
21 high school students In the 
city of Osaka continued to 
commit violent acts in the 
classrom daily, desperate 
school authorities finally 
sought police help. 

Learning of this, the stu¬ 
dents. aged 13 and 14, staged 
an “uprising” smashing up 
classrooms, imprisoning sev 
eral teachers and threatening 
to kill them. They hurled 
chairs at other students who 
tried to restrain them and In 
a series of running skir¬ 
mishes one teacher suffered 
serious head injuries. 

This is one of some 1,800 
rases of classroom violence 
reported in Japanese high 
schools last year. A total of 
6.342 students, aged II to 18. 
were arrested and many 
ended up in court. For the 
first six months of this year, 
police figures show 3.300 stu¬ 
dents under arrest or surveil¬ 
lance for their delinquent be¬ 
havior. 

Victims of school violence 
are usually classmates, but 
teachers arc no longer Im¬ 
mune. The number beaten up 
has risen from ISO in 1973 to 
221 last year. 

In fact, it Is thought the 
true figure is much higher 
because many teachers keep 
quiet about classroom vio¬ 
lence rather than admit they 
have lost control. 

The phenomenal increse is 
part of a general trend to¬ 
wards juvenile delinquency 
which Japanese authorities 
have belatedly admitted has 
become a serious social 
issue. Tbe Tokyo Metropoli¬ 
tan Board of Education 
admits that violence, vandal¬ 
ism and other delinquent acts 
(shoplifting, prostitution, 
drug-taking and so on) have 
reached a “criticaf stage” In 
the nation's high schools. 

Many classrooms are now 
controlled by extortionist 
gangs (the “Black Devils" is 
a typical name) with girls as 
bad as boys. Commentators 
cite several reasons for the 
upsurge of juvenile violence 
In what has traditionally been 
a well-disciplined country. 

Predictably, they note the 
unfavorable impact of televi¬ 
sion. with programs heavily 
laced with sex and violence. 
Other contributory factors 
are the excessively knowl¬ 
edge-orientated ^ucaiion 
system which produces a 
large percentage of under¬ 
achievers who^ failure Is 
emphasizt<d by society: there 
is also a lack of concern 
by parents and poor leader¬ 
ship by teachers. 

The Tokyo police depart- . 
ment says that one in every 
18 junior high school students 
(12-13 years) and one in seven 
senior high school students 
( 16-18 years) is a juvenile de¬ 
linquent. 

.Some teachers now agree 
that they have unwittingly 
contributed to the problem by 
the adherence to post-war 
democratic education re¬ 
forms which strictly prohibit 
corporal punishment. Thus, 
one young Tokyo teacher was 
repeatedly struck in tbe face 
by a 14-year-old student In the 
school hall, and although he 
suffered serious injuries his 
passive attitude was ap¬ 
plauded by colleagues. 

On the other hand, a 33- 
yearoM teacher ended up in 
court for thrashing a notori¬ 
ous class troublemaker. He Is 
regarded as a rarity, how¬ 
ever, and youn^ters take ad¬ 
vantage of this Police and 
teachers say the tendency it

for beys and girls to act in 
gangs rather than alone, and. 
in the absence of organized 
moral education in schools, to 
show no sense of guilt. 

But that was not the case

Ocean research 
wins priority in U.S.

NARRAGAN.SETT, R.I. — President Carter has 
placed a high priority on the wean sciences, which study 
whal happens on. In. and under the world's energy-rich 
weans. 

The president's science and technology adviser. Dr 
Frank Press, explained here recently that federal spend 
ing on marine science and technology is increasing at a 
lime when overall government research and develop 
men! support has declined. 

Dr. Press, director pf the Office of Science and 
Techology in the Executive Office of the president, said 
that a major change In governmenl. business, and public 
attitudes is shown by the 31.1 billion spent from 1968 In 
1977 for federal wean programs and the 3173 million in 
government funding for weanographic research In fiscal 
1979. 

Speaking at the recent op<>ning of- new facilities al 
the University of Rhode Island's Graduate School of 
Oceanography, Dr. Press pointed out that: 

O ^ially, coastal regions are population and job 
centres. More than 40 per cent of the U.S. population 
lives and works near the nation's more than 10.000 miles 
of coastline. 

O Economically, the weans present a "last Iron 
tier," rich with “natural resources, food, fuel, and ma 
lerlals.” 

O Politically. the weans link the continents. The 
weans are a field for healthy competition between devel 
oped countries — and for co-operation between rich and . 
poor nations. 

O Strategically, the weans play a key role in the 
U.S. nuclear defence system, housing “some of the most 
sophisticated Instruments of national security." 

As scientific adviser to Presidents Kennedy, Ford, 
and now Carter, Dr. Press helped organize the Interna¬ 
tional Geophysical Year, represented the United Stales 
at the United Nations Conference on Science and Technol 
ogy for Underdeveloped Countries and (he nuclear 
test ban negotiations in Geneva and Moscow. 

He said the Carter administration's emphasis on 
wean-related research dovetails particularly with the 
national goal of “a space program to exploit the superb 
technology already developed by emphasizing applica¬ 
tions for economic and human development, natural 
resource discovery, environmental monitoring, crop con 
dition monitoring, communications and scientific ex¬ 
ploration."

If 
Mr McLaren and his wife could not hear it. then no 
one else could! 

But the old ladies playing scrabble could see that 
tape recorder lying on the chesterfield. Realizing the 
absurdity of the event. Mr. McLaren said hr would not 
go to the centre anymore, and since July 28 he hasn’t 
been in the place. 

But this persecution did not end there. t)n (K-t. 17 
there was a ball game and Mr. Pascoe. who is also 
blind, got one of his friends to turn on the radio so he 
could listen to the bafi game. His friend turned on the 
radio all right, but was told nut to turn on the volume. 
.So poor blind Mr. Pascoe had lo miss that ball game, 
while millions of others were watching it via radio and 
TV.

May I comment on Ihe item 
Snarls and Sewage in your 
Nov. 13 issue which dealt with 
a meeting held by Ihe hastily 
formed View Royal Sewage 
Options Committee. I was 
harassed but all Ihe speak¬ 
ers were aigl 1 feel Ihe report 
should have mentioned a lit¬ 
tle of what was being har¬ 
assed. 

The meeting was conduct¬ 
ed by an independent chair- . 
man. Dr. Hal Knight. 

I made a presentation: it 
was hastily prepared and was 
an effort to suggest possible 
approaches for lllustrathM 
and as a vehicle for discus¬ 
sing alternative sewage dis¬ 
posal methods My efforts 
failed lo do so. 

Two presentatioas were 
made by representatives of 


sewage treatment and relal 
ed equipment companies. 

A presentation of costs and 
related matters of the pro 
posed regional district sewer 
scheme was made by SOC 
member Joe Sutherland. A 
number of people, perhaps 
not- Ihe snarly ones, were in¬ 
terested. particularly in Ihe 
cost sharing arrangements. 

I also made a short presen 
tation on a possible allcrna 
live which was based on the 
system at my house. I staled 
that It has bren operating for 
16 years and disposed of the 
sewage from a family of six' 
on a single lot with clay sub- 
soil. Treatment at the second¬ 
ary stage fa consistently su¬ 
perior to any conveiitional 
municipal treatment plant: 
there is no positive discharge 
off the property. These facts 
can be supported by docu¬ 


mentary evidence and-or 
demonstration. 

Your item .slated "He (my¬ 
self) denied that there was 
sewage flowing from his sys¬ 
tem into Ihe roadside ditch." 

I don’t remember anybody 
alleging that It was. I thought 
Ihey were talking about an¬ 
other ditch; perhaps your re¬ 
porter was confus^. 

The last section of our posi¬ 
tion statement sums up my 
.feelings on Ihe issue: "lliis is 
not simply a for or against 
sewer issue. We are for a 
high standard of sewage 
treatment and disposal. We 
are for proper information 
first.

One concession to energy 
sav ing is the exemption from 
the f^eral sales tax of solar- 
powered water healers.

windows and automatic lime- 
control devices because it 
had bt'en difficult to control 
and adminisleo.

Dionne treatment 
wrong—producer 


OTTAWA (CP) — Allega¬ 
tions have swirled around Fi¬ 
nance Minister Jean Chre¬ 
tien's last two budgets that 
secret economic Information 
got into the hands of those 
who could use It to their ad¬ 
vantage before budget night. 

On Friday Chretien faced 
opposition questions about a 
possible link between a tax 
change in Thursday's budget 
and last week's Petre-Can- 
ada decision to speedily com¬ 
plete purchase of Pacific Pe¬ 
troleums Ltd. 

Opposition I.eader Joe 
Clark said in the Commons 
the budget conferred a spe¬ 
cial advantage on the crown 
energy corporation in its $1.4 
billion purchase of Pacific. 

Last April, the New Demo¬ 
cratic Party demanded an in¬ 
vestigation of the possibility 
of a budget teak after the key 
provision of Chretien's bud¬ 
get appeared in published re¬ 
ports two days before the re¬ 
lease of the document. 

Little came of the NDP's 
attempt to prove Inside 
knowledge of the budget, 
which could have affected 


commercial decisions, was 
available to certain people 
before budget night. 

The party said word of a 
special arrangement be¬ 
tween Chretien and the prov¬ 
inces to cut retail sales taxes 
was knosm in some quarters, 
but Chretien assured the 
House that If any of the pro¬ 
vincial leaders had hinted the 
measure was coming, he did 
so only on the basis of guess¬ 
work. Chretien said the final 
decision had been his alone. 

The minister gave critics 
the same assurances Friday. 
He said he made his decision 
to close a tax loophole in full 
knowledge that the new ar- 


rangement could halve an im¬ 
portant bearing on Petro- 
Canada’s purchase, but de¬ 
nied this had any bMcing on 
his final decision. 

Chretien gave MPs a 
glance Into the plannl(ig and 
decision-making which pre¬ 
ceded the budget in an effort 
to convince them there wa.s 
no deliberate or devious plan 
favoring Petm-Canada- 

The ministar said be learn¬ 
ed details of Petro-Canada's 
plans to buy Pacific Petro¬ 
leums Ltd. from its U.S. 
owner Phillips Petroleum 
Co., at a cabinet meeting last 
week while he still was decid¬ 


ing what would go Into his 
budget. 

One of the key participants 
in writing the budget was 
Chretien's deputy, Thomas 
Sboyamn. Shoyama Is a 
member of Petro-Canada's 
board of directors and knew 
that bu^et measures under 
discassion could have an im¬ 
portant effect on PetroCan- 
ada's ability to raise the 
money it ne^ed to purchase 
Pacific. However, he said 
nothing, Chretien said. 


One of the measures in that 
budget was a provisioo to 
close a lax loophole which 
was costing $198 million a 
year in lost income lax reve¬ 
nues. The budget made it Ille¬ 
gal, as of Nov. 18. for banks to 
^y preferred term shares or 
income debentures In large 
corporations as a way of 
passing normal lending pro¬ 
cedures. This Is an arrange¬ 
ment which benefits both (Ik 
banks and the corporations 
becau.se there Ls no tax on the 
Interest payments.

OTTAWA (CP) — The pro- 
dixer-direclor of a documen¬ 
tary film on the Dionne quin¬ 
tuplets sa.vs the tragedy of 
their broken family life might 
have been avoided if different 
government action had been 
taken in the 1930s. 

Donald Brittain, who pro¬ 
duced the film jointly for the 
CK and the National Film 
Board, based on Pierre Ber- 
lon's currently popular book. 
The Dionne Years, says It 
now seemed a mistake to 
have separated the five girls 
from their family. 

The film is to be shown on 
CBC-TV's English network 
Sunday night. 

The (Juints—Cecile, Emi- 
lie. Marie, Yvonne, and An¬ 
nette—were made wards of 
the state by the Ontario gov¬ 
ernment of (he laK Mitchell 
Hepburn soon after their 
birth in 1934, to manage their 
affairs and save them from 
circus-like exploitation. 

The children were taken 
from their parents and raised 
in a hospital-llke nursery, put 
on public view like animals in 
a cage but otherwise isolated 
from childhood companion¬ 
ship or the world at large. 
Even their mother and father 
had to seek permission to 
visit them. 

Brittain's film, and his 
\ lews expressed in an inter- 
V lew here w hen the show was 
previewed for reporters and 
TV critics, make it clear that 
bringing the girls up in hlgh- 
ly-artificial. non-family cir¬ 
cumstances was a mistake- 
If necessary, the whole of 
the Dionne family should 
have been declared wards so 
that the famous five might 
have had a mure normal 
childhood, living with their 
family. 

Brittain, who was a hard- 
nosed police reporter and 
Parliamentary Press Gallery 
correspondent for the Ottawa 
Journal before moving Into 
the documentary drama film 
field, was six years old when 
the quintuplets were bum. 
and remembers the times 
and circumstances. 

Brittain has won national 
and international awards for 
his work, including an inter¬ 
national Emmy for last 
year's Henry Ford's Ameri¬ 
ca. and the 1978 John Grier¬ 
son Award for outstanding 
contribution to cinema In 
Canada. 

He does not believe that 
"media hype" was to blame 
for the frenzied interest at 
the time in the quints, who 
probably had more publicity 
than any human being there¬ 
tofore in history. 

A Chicago circus promoter, 
interview^ in the show, de¬ 
scribes how he planned In 
show plaster models of (be 
prematurely-born infants if 
they themselves could not'be 
brought to the windy city fur 
display.

fused to pay income, lax since 
1971 as a protest against fed¬ 
eral policy on abortion. 

A spokesman in the provin¬ 
cial sheriffs office confirmed 
Friday that a department 
employee and a federal reve¬ 
nue officer seized the car 
Thursday night from a Win 
nipeg garage. 

Borowski. highways minis¬ 
ter in the former New Demo¬ 
cratic Party administration 
who now leads a group called 
the Alliance Against Abor¬ 
tion. said the government 
filed a claim last summer for 
$17,000 in back taxes. 

But he said he believes the 
underlying reason for the sei¬ 
zure is his abortion group's 
suit against the federal gov¬ 
ernment. 

In September. Borowski 
filed a statement of claim in 
Regina seeking to have 
therapeutic abortion commit¬ 
tees declared illegal. He also 
wants a permanent injunc 
tion to prevent Finance Min¬ 
ister Jean Chretien from pro¬ 
viding public funds for 
abortions.

U.S. moves to curb 
children’s TV ads ' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Rejecting 
pleas for delay from the advertising, 
candy, toy and broadcast Industries, the 
Federal Trade Commission Friday 
voted to move ahead with its proposal Jo 
ban some television ads aimed at chil¬ 
dren. 

The commission ruled unanimously it 
would be In the public interest to pro¬ 
ceed without delay. That means the 
period of public comment will end next 
Friday and the FTC can move into 
hearings on the proposal. 

Various requests for delays or a re¬ 
vamping of the proceeding were filed by- 
industry groups when a federal judge 
disqualified FTC chairman Michael 
Pertschuk from participating in the . 
matter becau.se of his outspoken views 
on children's advertising. 

The agency's proposal involves a ban 


on all television ads directed at children 
under eight; a ban on commercials for 
highly sugared foods, including some 
breakfaat cereals, directed at children 
between eight and 12; and a require 
ment advertisers pay for televiaedpub 
lie service nutrition messages. 

"We reject any suggestion that recon¬ 
sideration of our dKislon or modifica 
lion of the proceedings in any way is 
necessary as a matter of law to cure any 
injury that may be thought to have 
occurred or been threatened by the 
chairmqp's .participation in this mat 
ter," the commissioners said.

OTTAWA (CP) — The lowly pint beer bottle became 
a Canadian symbol this week when the Federal Court ruled 
it could become a registered trade mark. 

Judge A. A. Cattanach. setting aside a ruling by the 
registrar of trade marks, said he saw no reason why 
the stubby and amber-colored bottle now used by Cana¬ 
dian breweries should not be registered for exclusive use 
by the Brewers Association of Canada. 

The association argued lhal the bottle would guaran 
tee beer drinkers “that the wares have been produced in 
Canada by a Canadian brewery which is either a member 
of the Brewers Association of Canada or a licensee of lhal 
association." 

All Canadian beers tippled at home er in bars now are 
produced by members of the association. 

However. Judge Cattanach expressed some doubts 
about whether the association could reserv e rights lo use of 
the word Canada printed at the bottom of the bottle. 

He also look nAte of objections of the registrar of trade 
marks "lhal it is common knowledge that beer bottles 
are made of colored glass to protect the brewed alcoholic 
beverage from the effects of the sun." 

The registrar said he was of the Impression that "the 
mark applied for is a brown beer bottle"

The telephone poll of 8S« 
people, conducted by the 
Centre de Recherches en 
Opinion Publique between 
Om. 18 and 27, shows that 49 
per cent of the respondents 
feel Levesque better repre¬ 
sents QuebM’s aspirhtions. 
compared with ii per cent for 


proving and 41 per cent 
disapproving. 


spondents. 84 per cent gave 
Levesque the nod. 

Nine per cent of the respon¬ 
dents felt neither of the lead¬ 
ers represented Quebec's as¬ 
pirations. while 12 per rent 
did not answer either way. 

The poll also shows that 
slightly more than half of the 
respondents, 82 per cent, dis¬ 
agree with the federal gov¬ 
ernment's attitude towards 
Quebec. This compares with 
31 per rent who said they 
agree with Ottawa's atti¬ 
tude 

The federal government 
received most of Its support 
from the non-francophones: 
SO per cent said they agreed 
with Ottawa's attitu^, com¬ 
pared with only 27 per cent of 
the French-speaking respon¬ 
dents.

However, Alexei Leonov, a 
former cosmonaut who heads 
the Soviet Union's Gagarin 
Cosmonaut Training Cmtre, 
told a news conference there 
were no Soviet women train¬ 
ing for space flights now. 

He said the Increasing 
length and complexity of So- 


vlet space flights required 
cosmonauts to start training 
two to three years before they 
headed into space, suggest¬ 
ing little likelihood that an¬ 
other Soviet woman would be 
In space soon. 

In the United States, sev¬ 
eral women are in training 
for the space shuttle pro- 
gram.

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Mr. X raises new skepticism on FLQ crisis 


MONTREAL (CP)—The 
recent disclosure that a sixth 
man. a stHrallcd Mr. X, 
mliiht have taken part in the 
kidnapping of British trade 
commissioner James Cross 
has stirred up lingering qu^- 
lions about th# 1970 October 
Crisis. 

For eight years, the official 
line was that five persons, 
members of a Quebec Liber¬ 
ation Front cell, were in¬ 
volved. 

Bui Quebec Ju.stice Minis¬ 
ter Marc-Andre Bedard has 
now said (hat a sixth man 
was never prosecuted, even 
though police had "elements 
of Informal ion" on his links to 
ihe cell in October, 1970. But 
police had not .vet been able 
10 gather enough evidence to 
pn'ss charges. 

Bedard's statement re¬ 
versed a government stance 
that had stood since Dec. 3. 
1070. when five members of 
Ihe FLQ's liberation Cell— 
.larques and Louise Cossette- 
Tnidel. Marc Carbonneau. 
Jacques Lanctot and Yves 
Langlois—were given safe 
passage to Cuba in exchange 
for Cross. 

The existence of the sixth 
man. rumored from time to 
lime, came to light In an in¬ 
terview last summer by Mon- 
ireal journalist Marc 
haurendcatr with the Cos- 
setle-Trudefs. who are now 
living in Paris. 

Bedard and Laurendeau 
have sparked a fury' of specu¬ 
lation by refusing to Identify 
Mr. X. The minister refuses 
10 0ve any information on 
the identity of Mr. X or on the 
police Investigation unless a 
prosecution Is launched. 

In the Quebec National As¬ 
sembly, Bedard rebuked 
Union Nationale member

But the man's Identity is 
just the tip of an iceberg of 
iroubling queries about the 
October Crisis. 

PolUiciaiu, Journalists and 
veteran observers are asking 
why the man was never 
charged, what type of Investi¬ 
gation the police conducted, 
and when government au¬ 
thorities first learned of the 
affair. 

The fact that Mr. X re¬ 
mained In the shadows for so 


long has prompted a revival 
of doubts about the entire of¬ 
ficial version of the October 
Crisis. 

Left-wing scparalisls such 
as Pierre Vallieres. the one- 
lime FLQ Ideologue, led an 
influentim body of Quebec 
public (minion in claiming 
lhat the Cross and Pierre La- 
porte kidnappings were engi¬ 
neered to discr^it the sepa¬ 
ratist movement. 

The sixth man may, as Be¬ 
dard bints, be among a num¬ 
ber of FLQ sympathizers who 
escaped prosecution in con¬ 
nection with the kidnappings 
for simple lack of proof. 

A key element In a number 


of conspiracy theories, how¬ 
ever, is the Idea that a police 
Informer or an agent provo¬ 
cateur had infiltrated the 
F'LQ. Police, so the story 
goes, were hot on (be trail of a 
kidnapping plot by the sum¬ 
mer of 1970 and they stood 
aside and let it happen to 
Isolate the FLQ. 

Liberal governments in Ot¬ 
tawa amd Quebec City took 
advantage of the "crisis" by 
invoking the War Measures 
Act. sending the army into 


Quebec and rounding up hun- 
dretb Of radicals. Vaflleres 
claims. 

Mr. X—if he really did lake 
part in the kidnapping—flis 
Into Ihe scenario as either a 
police Informer or an FLQ 
member, under close surveil¬ 
lance, who was unwittingly 
giving the police valuable 
clues about terrorist activi¬ 
ties In the late lIMOs'and early 
1970s. 

The Cossette-Trudels told 


Laurendeau that they' su¬ 
spected anti-terrorist police 
had infiltrated the FI^ by 
the fall of 1970. and that the 
organiratiou's plans were 
known ahead of time. 

But they described .Mr. X 
as “trustworthy” and never 
suspected him of being an 


informer. This was why he 
was picked to perform specif¬ 
ic tasks, su^ as getting 
medicine to relieve Cross' 
high blood pressure, and hid¬ 
ing Carbonneau during the 
kidnapping. 

Former RCMP SUff Sgt. 
Donald McCleery', who led 


Ihe team that arrested the 
Cnsselte-Trudels and then 
tracked Cross to i north-end 
FLQ hideoul. has his own 
version. 

He denies the Mounlies had 
an informer. If they had. it 
wouldn't have taken him 39 
days to find Cross.

Sinclair Slovens. Progres¬ 
sive Conservative finance 
rrilic who Thursday night 
had praised some of Ihe pr<e 
posals in the budget, turned 
his guns on the government's 
rash defirll. saying hundreds 
of thousands are destined for 
poverty because of profligate 
spending. 

Max .Sallsman. Ihe New 
Democratic Party spokes¬ 
man. said it is clear the gov- 
ernmrnt is catering to bus! 
ness and there is nothing in 
the budget that will reduce 
unemployment. 

Key features of the budget, 
brought down by - Chretien 
Thursday, are a total $1.3 bil¬ 
lion In federal sales lax cuts 
(his year and next, a doubling 
of Ihe current $230 deduction 
for job-related expenses, a 
reduction in unemployment 
Insurance premiums and a 
variety of incentives for busi¬ 
ness. 

Stevens, who had kind 
words earlier for Ihe redue- 
lion In the federal sales tax 
and incentives for research 
and development, said Ihe 
budget over all is “slightly 
negative on balance.” 


OTTAWA (CP) - A federal

Almost half of the savings 
will result from persons af- 
feefed by extra work re¬ 
quired from claimants who 
entered the labor force for 
Ihe first time or after a long 
absence or seek benefits 
twice in a year. 

The study says (hat (he 
characteristics of the persons 
hit hardest by lho.se mea¬ 
sures are men and women 
earning less than $200 a week 
who worked no more than H 
weeks in cpnstruction, pri¬ 
mary industry or materials 
handling.

Budgetary mea.sures 
announced by federal Fi¬ 
nance Minister Jean Chre¬ 
tien have a strong regidh- 
al orientation, providing 
greater benefits to certain 
parts of Canada than 
others, B.C.'s acting fi¬ 
nance minister Hugh 
Curtis said Friday. 

Curtis, the provincial muni¬ 
cipal affairs minister, told a 
news conference that the fed¬ 
eral budget. presented 
Thursday, would cost B.C. an 
estimated $40 million in lost 
revenue which, coupled with 
federal cutbacks announced 
earlier, meant a loss to Ihe 
province of $00 million in Ihe 
next fiscal year. 

"Central Canada, with its 
heavy coneenlralion of man¬ 
ufacture for Ihe domestic 
consumplion market, should 
find Ihe manufacturers sales 
lax reduction particularly 
stimulalive of production and 
employment," Curtis said. 

■ "B.C. indu.siry, on the other 
hand, svilh its heavy depen¬ 
dence upon less highly manu¬ 
factured resource-product 
export markets, will find this 
tax reduction less advanta¬ 
geous," 

The minister said the bud¬ 
get had strengthened Ihe re¬ 
gional orientation of federal 
lax poticles by providing 
larger investment, and re¬ 
search and development in¬ 
centives for slow-growing 
and high unemployment re¬ 
gions. 

He said some of these in¬ 
centives would benefit north¬ 
ern B.C. However, the prov¬ 
ince Is enneemed that such 
measures “which attempt to 
allraet industries into areas 
of questionable ecunomie pu- 
lenllal. may cost the Cana¬ 
dian economy in Ihe long-run 
in terms of reduced Invest- 
ment in regions where Ihe 
prospects for industrial 
growth are more favorable." 

The minister said the in¬ 
crease in the minimum em 
ploymenl expense deduelion 
to $300 from $230 a .year would 
cost Ihe province $13 lAllian 
in lost personal income tax 
revenues during Ihe fiscal 
I970-80 year. 

Curtis said his govemmeni 
welcomed the r^uclion in 
the manfaclurers sales tax to 
nine per cent from 12 pcT 
cent, although It would re¬ 
duce Ihe provincial sales tax 
yield by an estimated $13 
million. 

He said Ihe increased 
writeoff for development ex 
penses in mining might pro¬ 
vide a psychological boost to 
the mining industry “but ap 
pears to offer little Immedi¬ 
ate benefit because of the 
current weakness of interna¬ 
tional markets for metals." 

Curtis said the B.C. govern¬ 
ment remains eoneemed 
about Ihe fiscal situation of 
Ihe federal govemmeni "and 
Its ability to stimulate the 
eeunomy without worsening 
longer-term inflationary 
forces.”

PM scores 'two enemies’ 




TORONTO (CP) - Prime 
Minister Trudeau blamed 
Liberal parly misfortunes 
Friday on what he called 
“two enemies”—opposition 
critics and the press. 

He told about 1.000 Liberals 
gathered for a three-day 
meeting of the Ontario wing 
of the party that the time had 
come to restore faith in the 
party by fighting back 
• “Lei's not just stand back 
and take tt." Trudeau said to 
cheers in an otherwise 
sombre speech opening the 
Liberal meeting. 

When confronted by press 
and Opposition criticism. 
Liberals did not necessarily 
hare to take his word for 
what was right, Trudeau 
said. 

"But don't take their 
word," he added in a refer¬ 
ence to his opponents. 
"Check for .vourself." 

Trudeau touched a number 
of bases during his OS-minute 
address, emphasizing that a 
strong French voice In Ot¬ 
tawa was needed to counter 
the threat of separatism In 
Quebec. 

"You take away Quebecers 
from Ottawa, they'll vole for 
separatism Ihe day after 
that.” Trudeau said, eyes 
blazing, thumbs hooked In his 
belt. 

The prime minister chas¬ 
tized Opposition Leader Joe 
Clark for what he railed Ihe 

Conservative leader's wil¬ 
lingness to negotiate Ihe fu¬ 
ture of the country w ith sepa¬ 
ratists. 

Then he added, to cheers: 
"Well. I won't negotiate. 

"That's not because I don't 
believe in rnnfronlalion. I 
don't think any one has the 
mandate to separate Can¬ 
ada—only the people have 
that mandate." 

Trudeau devoted his 
speech to what he described 
as a need for Liberals lo re 
turn to the basic tenets of 
liberalism. 

He said tho party must pul 
reason and intelligenee above 
passions and emotions. 

To counter those in polllics 
who pul passion ahead of rea¬ 
son. Trudeau said Llixmals 
must deride for themselves 
which of the two was right. 

“We must return as Liber¬ 
als to the conviction that if 
what we do is right, it's 
right," he said. 

“And thal s Ihe end of It." 

The Liberal meeling is re¬ 
garded as an attempt by Ihe 
party to restore itself after 
shai^ losses in provincial 
elections and federal byelet - 
lions earlier this fall. 


Trudeau acknowledged 
that Ihe fall was "a pretty 
had time for our party." 

"It still is." he said. 

But. he added he did nol 
sense a mood of pessimism 
among Liberals and he. as 
one Liberal, is not pessimis¬ 
tic either. 


Karller. Senator Al Gra¬ 
ham. president of the Liberal 
party, said in an interview he 
fell Canadians thought that 
Trudeau had been hounded 
enough and were ready to 
give Ihe prime minister an¬ 
other polilieal break. 

Now. however, feelings in¬ 
side and outside Ihe Liberal 


party were changing. Gra 
ham said. 

Even politically neutral Ca 
nadlans "are saying he has 
been pounded enough."

The 
German philosiqiber Martin 
Heidegger put the issue la 
■his way: "N6 age has known 
so much, and so many differ¬ 
ent things, about man as oun 
. . . And no age has known 
less than ours of what man 
Is." 

Often when we try to work 
out our intorprotalions of our 
nature we go in for what per¬ 
haps can be called “nothing- 
buttery”—that la. we tell our¬ 
selves that we are nothing 
but this or nothing but that. 

Man. some say. Is nothing 
but a rather special kind of 
animal, a naked ape. In some 
psychological perspectives 
we are nothing but compli¬ 
cated machines, controlled 
by intricate computers, 
which respond In quite pre¬ 
dictable ways to the various 
stimulations of the environ 
ment.

Most of as. of course, are 
-saved from inhuman ex¬ 
travagances here because 
our fashionable nothingbut- 
leries are tnevitably modify¬ 
ing the Ineradicable sensiti¬ 
vities deep within us. 

Religion has much to learn 
from modem scientific in¬ 
vestigations of human na- 
lure, and it is no service to 
the religious understanding 
of ourselves to treat in a snide 
manner the findings of the 
biological and behavioral sci¬ 
ences. Here religion is re¬ 
quired to criticize and chal¬ 
lenge only the nolhingbutlery 
which is sometimes illiclllv 


inferred from scientific find 
ings. 

Here is a realistic stale 
ment about such things from 
a book by an American ps.\ 
chiatrist. Dr. Earl A. Loomis 
"Man cannot be encom 
passed by a single diagram 
lie is always more than and 
other than the best of our 
explanations. No matter how 
far our science and phikis 
ophy have led us. there is a 
sense in which man Iran 
scends our fullest formula 
lion of his origin, nature, goal 
and destiny." 

The biblical understanding 
of man challenges nothing 
buttery. It contends that we 
have inner freedom, a capav 
Ity to reason and to make 
choices, to view ourselves oh 
jeclively and to transcend 
ourselves, to hope and to as 
pin*, to be creators our 
selves. 

Our exercise of our free 
dum Is constantly conditioned 
by our biological nature and 
by the forces of our environ 
ment. 

Human life Is lived In a 
slate of persisting tension 
We are both animal and di 
vine, both naked apes and 
creatures reflecting the real 
ity of God. In this tension is 
our tragedy; in this tension is 
our grandeur.

M. V. Chesnut’s 

Garden Notes 




So far. In this sarioa on fruit tre«& for 
the home garden, we have discus^ 
only apples and pears. Today I think we 
might hare a look at the plums, which 
are about the moot reliable of all our 
fruit trees. 

A well-grown plum tree can yield a 
tremendous crop — in fact, it is a fairly 
common thing for the branches to break 
under the weight of the crop. Against 
this prolific cropping, one disadvantage 
is that plums cannot be stored for future 
u.se like apples and pears. And as no 
normal family ran even begin to eat up 
all the fresh plums produced in a good 
.vear, it will be necessary to use the 
surplus In canning, drying or preser¬ 
ving. in jam or in wine. 

All the stone fruits — these are the 
kinds that make just one big seed or 
stohe — are great lime lovers. I imagine 
the lime is needed for the building of the 
stone or seed, which is the skeleton 
around which the fruit is formed. This 
lime is best applied, spring or fall, in the 
form of pulverized limestone, a mild 
and long-lasting form, rather than the 
stronger hydrated lime. Al.so. plums 
are hungry feeders and benefit from a 
generous suKace mulch of old rotted 
manure, or from feeding with a high-ni¬ 
trogen fertilber. plus plenty of water 
during our summer dry spells. 

If you have room for only one plum 


tree. I would think your best bet would 
•be Santa Rosa. This is a beautiful, large 
red plum with juicy, honey-sweet flesh, 
ripening in early August and good for 
canning, Jam. or eating out of hand. 
Santa Rosa is one of the very few plum 
varieties which can set fruit without 
another plum tree of a different variety 
nearby; 1^ English variety Victoria 
Is also senfertile but is rather hard to 
come by these days — I can't find it 
listed in any of my catalogues. 

Probably the most reliable of all our 
local plums is the Italian Prune. This 
is a freestone plum, which means the 
flesh separates easily from the stone, 
the other kinds are called cllngslone 
varieties. It makes a fair-sized fruit, 
dark purple in color and with a dusty 
"bloom" on its skin like that found on a 
well-grown grape. It Is sweet and juicy 
and with a delicious flavor, good also 
for jam. and is probably the bnt of all 
plums for drying. 

While a lone Italian Prune plum tree 
will set some fruit without a mate, the 
crop will be vastly improved If another 
compatible variety is grown nearby. It 
ripens a little later than most plums, 
usually around the third week In Sep-' 
tember. and there is an early Italian 
Prune which is ready for picking about 
two weeks earlier. 

A real connoisseur's plum is Yellow 


P-gg, very large and oval shaped, with a 
clear, golden skin and Juicy, yiellow 
flesh. This one is a bit fussier and hot as 
prolific- as the first two plums men 
Honed, but its distinctive flavor is su¬ 
perb. TO my mind, it issone of the finest 
plums for eating directly from the tree 
and it makes a taste-tingling jam if a 
little lemon juice is added to counteract 
its cloying sweetness. 

About the earliest of our common 
varieties is the Peach Plum, which 
ripens ordinarily in early August but in 
an exceptional summer has been known 
to mature before the end of July. These 
fruits are round rather than oval, brow 
nish red In color, with flesh a little on the . 
coarse side but with a distinctive flavor 
This one also needs a husband 

These varieties, all ripening at dif 
ferent times, will keep the table sup 
plied with fresh fruit over a period of 8 
to 10 weeks. If you have room for one 
more tree. I think I would plump for 
Green Gage if only for Its delicious antr 
different flavor when eaten out of hand, 
and for the tart, refreshing tang of 
Green Gage jam which never cloys the 
palate. 

Green Gage is a lale plum, ripening 
around the end of September, with 
smallish, greeny-yellow fruits and flesh 
that melts in your mouth

WASHINGTON - Consum¬ 
ers think that just because 
the government orders a 
company to recall an unsafe 
product they will have no 
more problems. Silly people. 

The largest recall in his¬ 
tory has ISKn of a radial tire 
that was deemed unsafe for 
the road. After paying law¬ 
yers millions of doliars to 
keep the government from 
recalling the radial, the com¬ 
pany finally gave In and 
agreed to replace the tire. 

The consent agreement 
looked good on paper, but the 
consumer hasn't had as much 
luck as the government in 
getting his tires changed. 

A friend of mine went to his 
local tire store and said, "I 
just received this notice that 
you would change my tires, 
which are unsafe and could 
cause me and my family to 
became needlessly involved 
in an accident.” 

"L'nfortunately. we do not 
have any substitute tire to 
give you at this time.” the 
lire distributor said nervous¬ 
ly. "and would you mind not 


parking in the area because 
you are taking up space for 
customers who want to buy 
new tires.” 

"But wait a minute. It says 
right here in this registered 
letter that the tire company is 
terribly sorry about the al¬ 
leged poor workmanship of 
the radials I bought and 
wishes to make amends. It 
further states that all I have 
to do is take my tires down to 
my local dealer, which is you. 
and you will' be happy to 
give me four new tires which 
won't fall apart when they 
are driven on the highway.”

“But wait! Why should I 
pay for new tires when it says 
ri^t here in the registered 
letter that I am supposed to 
gel them tree?" 

. "I am not slopping you 
from getting them free. I am 
just telling jou I have no 
intention of giving them to 
.you for nothing because it is 
not my responsibility. You 
can write to the company and 
tell them I won't give you new 
radials. or you can write to 
the government telling them 
the .same thing. In either 
case, by the time .vou get an 
answer I doubt If there'll be 
any tread left on those 
tires.” 

"Sir. you leave me no 
choke. For the sake of my 
family. I have to pay for the 
new tires whether I w ant to or 
not," 

“That's what I have been 
trying to tell you. but it's 
going to take some time. Just 
get in that long line over 
there with all those other 
tearful people. who are 
clutching registered letters 
in their hands"

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France takes action to fight unemployment

PARIS — Faced with the 
highest unemployment fig¬ 
ures since the Second World 
War, the French Mvemment 
is aboot to introduce In the 
National Assembly some job¬ 
boosting measures Including 
a SO-hour limit on the Indust¬ 
rial work-week. But it Is 
sticking resolutely to the new 
‘■free market economy" 
strategy of Premier Ray¬ 
mond Barre. 

A period of rising unem¬ 
ployment was forecast by 
Barre when he embarked five 
months ago on a program to 
allow market forces and 
competition to play a greater 
role In the French economy 
than at any time since the 
war. The program calls for 
eliminating all price controls, 
cutting back on stale subsi¬ 
dies to lame-duck enter¬ 
prises. and improving the 
economic atmosphere. for 
private investment. 

Inevitably, this has meant 
bankruptcies, plant closures 
and a greater competitive 
squeeze. This now translates 
into Increased unemploy¬ 
ment which reached 1.34 mil¬ 
lion during October, an It 
rcent increase over Octo- 
r. 1977, and 4.8 percent 
over this September. The 
only gloss which Minister of 
Labor Robert Boulin was 


able to put pn the figure was 
to show that the length of 
time which people spend out 
of work Is declining, and that 
seasonally-adjusted trends 
are more positive than the 
raw figures. 

Despite the rise in unem 
ployment figures, and a wave 
of one-day protest stoppages 
in some of the public ser¬ 
vices. the government is not 
doing badly In public opinion 
polls. After a decline In rat¬ 
ings during tbe summer, the 
latest polls show that both 
President Valery GIscard 
d'EstaIng and Barre are now- 
on the rise. There are in¬ 
creases of one percentage 
point each on the standard 
question. “Are you satis¬ 
fied?" The president stands 
at 33 percent approval and 
Barre at 42 percent. 

None of the one-day strikes 
or work stoppages of the last 
six weeks has had much im¬ 
pact either politically or eco¬ 
nomically except In terms of 
public inconvenience. In par¬ 
ticular, garbage and trash 
continue to pile up in the 
Paris streets with the collec¬ 
tors still out on strike. But the 
railroad stoppages have been 
only marginal in effective¬ 
ness. Efforts to stage a major 
shutdown of the post offices 
for three days drew less than 
half the workers' support 
Barre has denounced the 
unions for calling strikes only 


In public employment ser¬ 
vices where workers run no 
risk of finding themselves out 
of jobs. s 

Tbe new bills which are to 
go before the legislature In 
theasext lew weeks will not 
make much of a dent in the 
unemployment situation. But 
they at least demonstrate 
that the government is not 
Ignoring the problem. Reduc¬ 
tion in the maximum work 
week from 32 tq 30 hours 
could mean a marginal In¬ 
crease in hiring, instead of 
increasing overtime for em¬ 
ployees already on the job. 

ITiere will also be a new 
system of fixed working con¬ 
tracts for certain engineering 
jobs in order to guarantee 
employment continuity 
Tighter rules also are to k- 
promulgated for basic wages 
and social security payments 
for people' hired through em¬ 
ployment agencies. Finally, 
there will be new small busi¬ 
ness assistance programs 
worked out for unemployed 
people who wish to start their 
own businesses. There also 
will be measures to relieve 
small businesses of social se¬ 
curity charges wbettg they 
lake on apprentices. The gov¬ 
ernment Itself intends to re¬ 
cruit about 3.000 more people 
into state employment. 

Tbe continued high unem¬ 
ployment is putting a heavy 
squeeze on the special social 


security fund This was es¬ 
tablished in 1976 with contri¬ 
butions from the govem- 
menL industry- aqd 
employees to guarantee 90 
percem of base wage for a 
year to any French worker 
laid off because of economic- 
recession. The fund is close to 
depletion, and negotiations 
are underway for its replen¬ 
ishment. 

Apart from hard bargain- 


Ing with the government and 
each other over a new formu¬ 
la for fund contribution, there 
is also general agreement 
that tbe 90 percent base pay 
guarantee will have to be re¬ 
duced. 

At the time the scheme was 
introduced, it was one of the 
most forward-looking mea¬ 
sures in Europe designed to 
ward off the effects of recess- 
lon. But nobody- then thought

most visible body in the 
campaign to save the 
Dayliner. Made up at 
first of E&N employees, 
most of them in the Unit¬ 
ed Transportation Union, 
it grew through the 
months to take in citizens 
from .scattered Vancou¬ 
ver Island Communities. 
Many have come to it 
from positions on muni¬ 
cipal councils. 

It has compiled data 
that has on occasion em¬ 
barrassed CP Rail, has 
fought with railway offi¬ 
cials. filed briefs and re¬ 
ports. burned up the tele¬ 
phone lines to Ottawa, 
and has generally been 
credited with forcing CP 
to add a second car to the 
train and introduce Sun¬ 
day service. 

Its 31-page brief to the 
hearing this week, com¬ 
plete with slides and 
laped commercials, was 
the most complete of any 
presented. 

Cooper got involved, he 
says, because of what he 
saw as apathy. 

“I read everything I 
could find on the case. I 
started researching the 
1976 decision and I found 
it was a sham— just noth¬ 


ing more than a 
sham . . .” 

He and others launched 
a passenger survey on the 
train to see how the pub¬ 
lic fell about the matter. 
Convinced that some¬ 
thing had to be done, they 
formed a committee and 
got to work. 

Along the way he says 
he was confronted by 
some individuals who 
were joining the fight for 
reasons other than the 
train. 

“I told them we're 
going to pick up the ball 
and run with it, and those 
people who are sincere 
can come along— those 
who are playing politics 
with it had better watch 
out" 

Some of his main help 
along the way has come 
from committee stal¬ 
warts like Ron Smith. 
Win Mott and Cooper's 
■ own brother, Frank, who 
is running for city coun¬ 
cil in Nanaimo. 

“It's been more than a 
full-time job in itself," 
Cooper says. 

"One of the best things 
we had going for us from 
the outset was that we got 
going and kept going. If I 
could put it down to any 
one thing it would be 
this—the momentum. We 
pushed and we just kept 
on pushing.

If he has to answer the

They are. of course. Inelfgible for PCCA playdowns but they 
are eligible to spoil Ihe playoff chances of PCCA rinks. 

It is possible for a howful PCCA rink (o lo.se its chance 
of qualifying out of the ponspiel without mooting another 
PCCA rink. And among other things that are possible is 
ineli^e rinks winning alh^ix bonspiel events and having an 
eligible rink lose five games and then win a spot in Ihe PCCA 
final by taking Ihe "F" event. 

Bonspiel qualification can add a lot of interest to Ihe 
Consols playdowns. but It should take place after zone 
playdowns have been completed and it should be an associa¬ 
tion bonspiel with two qualifying- events open only to 
playoff-eligible rinks. The way it is the Consols playdowns 
are being used to boost a zone bonspiel instead of having an 
association bonspiel boosting the Consols playdowns

Cheerleaders not necessary say most NBA clubs

It's a far cry from the Dai 
las t'owlKiy cheerleaders, the 
Kmbraceable Kwes, the Chi¬ 
cago Honey Bears and Ihe 
other flashy, fleshy groups 
which bate made sideline- 
watching a feature attraction 
at National Koolball l.eaguc 
games. 


Besides Indiana, other 
NBA teams with cheer¬ 
leaders an- Atlanta, Cleve¬ 
land, Detroit, Kansas City, 
San Diego and Washington. 

.-\s for Ihe remaining 15 
teams, their altitude was 
summarized by publicity 
director Bill King of Milwau¬ 
kee Bucks, a club that regu¬ 
larly plays to capacity or 
near-capacity crowds. 

"It wasn't Ihe type of 
image we wanted to pro 
mole." said King. "Also, we 
have one of the smallest 
arenas in the NBA and we felt 
there just wasn't room. " 

Tom Ambrose, a spokes¬ 
man for Phnemix -Suns, says 
his team has received letters 
from fans thanking them fur 
nol having che,'rleaders. 
"We feel we are successfui 
doing things we've done al¬ 
ready and don't need them," 
he said, nuliiig Ihe close prox¬ 
imity of Ibe seats to courlsidt* 
means chc-rleaders would 
only gel in Ihe fans' way. 

In Portland, where every 
home game since Ihe middle 
of the 19,6-77 season has been 
sold out. Trail Blazers 


spokesman John WhilCuSays 
Ihe the Idea of cheerleaders 
has b<K“n discussed from time 
In time. "Bul we don't see 
any nec^d for them. We're loo 
crowded already." 

-Some teams which do nut 
draw as well, however, have 
turned to cheerleaders as 
addcKi altraclions. Uf Ihe 
seven teams with cheer¬ 
leaders. only one — Indiana 
— ranked among the top 
dozen in home attendance 
last season. Four placed 
among the bottom five. 

The NBA as a league has no 
policy on chwrieaders. 
“What each team dues is up 
to them." said league spokes¬ 
man Malt Winick. 

Indiana's Pacemales are in 
their seventh year, bul all the 
other groups are in either 
their first or second year. 

They have two outfits, con¬ 
sisting of short skirls and 
form-fitting lops. They dance 
to records played over Ihe 
public address system at 
Market -Square Arena during 
limrauls and between quar¬ 
ters. doing routines that are 


choreographisi by a former 
Pacemale. 

Atlanta Hawks have Ibe 
Fast Breaks. They wear bas¬ 
ketball-type uniforms and do 
dance routines after (he first 
and third quarters and during 
timeouts. 

The NBA champion Wash¬ 
ington Bullets have ch^r- 
leaders who perform at IS of 


Ihe team's 11 home games. 
They have received a mix(,d 
rto-ponse from the crowd; 
some question their absence 
at certain games, some ques 
lion their presence at others 
Kansas City Kings have Ihe 
Glitter Xitrls, Cleveland has 
the Cavalettes. Detroit has 
Ihe Classy Chassis and San 
Diego Clippers, formerly 


Buffalo Braves, have their 
Clipper Cine. 

The New Orleans Ja/r 
doesn't have chwrieaders, 
preferring to go with a Jazz 
band to liven things up in Ihe 
Superdome. '‘Being in New 
'Orleans, with a name like Ihe 
Jazz, we fell we were unique 
amltli ai-a J azz band would be 
more ap^priale than cheer¬ 


leaders." said club spokes¬ 
man Dave Frednian.

Crosbie said the govern¬ 
ment was setting a bad ex 
ample by taking more than 25 
years to collect Doyle's back 
taxes. 

Crosbie said the revenue 
department was hounding 
one of his constiluents for 
(250 in taxes, money the man 
didn't have. 

The man's reply was: “I 
have no money, own no oil. 
Why not treat me like J.C. 
Doyle?" 

Lachance said outside 
the Commons that he could 
not reveal details of the 
agreement with Doyle be¬ 


cause of confidentiality pro¬ 
visions of the Income Tax 
Act. 

Doyle, now living in Pan¬ 
ama, fled Canada hi 1974 
after the RCMP in New¬ 
foundland charged him with 
defrauding Canadian Javelin 
Ud. of 49.000 common shares 
worth (540,000. 

Doyle and four others 
face 406 charges of fraud in 
connection with the operation 
of Javelin and ILs subsidi¬ 
ary. Bison Petroleum and 
Mineral Ltd. 

Doyle Is wanted In the 
United States for skipping the 
country after pleading guilty 
to selling unregistered stocks 
there. He was fined (5.000 and 
sentenced to three months in 
prison, but left before serving 
the term.

Czechs grill 
Canadian 
professor 


TORONTO (CP) - Czechs 
Slovak security police re¬ 
moved a Canadian professor 
from a bus at the Czechoslo- 
vak-Ausliian border and held 
him for questioning for 12 
hours before they finally 
drove him back to the bor 
dcr. 

Prof. 11 Cordon Skilling of 
the University of Toronto 
said in a statement Friday 
that hr was removed on Oct 
18 from a bus en route from 
Bratislava to Vienna and 
subjected to a detailed 
search. 

Police cunflscated his per¬ 
sonal papers and a single lit¬ 
erary essay, in typescript, by 
Prof. Miroslav Kusy. former 
Czechoslovak philosopher 
who was ousted from his po¬ 
sition in 1970 and now works 
as a laborer In a construction 
site. 

"No explanation was of¬ 
fered at any time tor the day¬ 
long detention and interroga¬ 
tion nor was any charge of 
breaking the law made,” 
Skilling said of the Incident. 

A specialist In Soviet and 
East European studies. Skill¬ 
ing said the questioning was 
orderly but one officer acted 


in an insulting and abusive 
manner, threatening to de¬ 
tain him for longer periods, to 
expell him from Czechoslova¬ 
kia and to prevent his future 
return. 

Skilling said he learned 
from his questioners that he 
had been followed tor six 
hours the previous evening 
when he visited friends. 

"It was apparent from the 
questioning that the police 
were mainly interested in 
these visits and conversa¬ 
tions." Skilling said, adding 
that he insisted on his right as 
a tourist, with a valid visa, to 
meet and talk with any 
Czechoslovak citizen and re¬ 
fused to identify those visited 
or to disclose the subject of 
the conversations.

The order by L’.S. District 
Judge Kdward Neaher came 
after seizure of the prophy¬ 
lactics by the L'.S. Food and 
Drug Administration from 
the S.P, Drug Co. of Brook¬ 
lyn.

officers who attacked a Viet¬ 
namese patrol. 

Radio Hanoi, monitored in 
Bangkok, said, "on orders of 
the Chinese authorities, more 
than 60 Chinese ptainclothcs 
men and a group of Chinese 
hooligans armed with knives, 
slicks and rocks intruded by 
boats into Vietnamese terri¬ 
tory" in coastal Quang Ninh 
province, 190 kilometres 
northeast of Hand 

"Coming aero" Vietnam 


ese border police and militia¬ 
men on patrol, the intruder 
promptly attacked them with 
sticks, rocks and knives, 
wounding many of them." the 
broadcast said. 

It said the Vietoamese pa¬ 
trol forced the intruders to 
retreat back across the bor¬ 
der despite shouted support 
from Chinese troops using 
searchlights. 

"To prepare for these pro¬ 
vocative acts over reeeni 
days the Chinese side had 
stepped up their military ac¬ 
tivities and ordered combat 
alert along the border." (he 
broadcast said. 

It claimed the Chinese had 
repeatedly violated the bor 


der In the past week, gather 
ing stones lo build military 
installations. 

Relations between China 
and Vietnam have settled to 
minor but continual border 
clashes following a battle 
earlier this month that killed 
at least six Chineae troops 
and killed or wounded 
’’many" Vietnamese. 

Vietnam's army news¬ 
paper said the Chinese police¬ 
men attacked, "disguised as 
civilians and hooligans." and 
that the Vietnamese "are de¬ 
termined to fight bourgeois 
nationalism and big-nation 
chauvinism.” 

The report transmitted by 
the official Vietnam News 


Agency and monitored in 
Hong Kong said. "Peking is 
tirelessly lecturing about in 
dependence and sovereignity 
while trying to impose its 
big-nation expansion on 
small nations."

OVER TOE years I have 
developed what I think is a 
marvelous method for taking 
advantage of a good buy on 
whole chickens and process¬ 
ing them in such a way that 
the family doesn't get sick to' 
death of them. 

Fresh whole fryers are “on 
special" in some market 
around my neighborhood al¬ 
most any time I want to buy 
Ibem. Often they are offered 
as “loss leader" items, which 
means you can buy them for 
little more than the butchc. 
paid for them. That's the 
time to buy. 

WHEN I FIND fryers on 
sale at the right price. I buy 
five; that's a good number for 
my family of four. Take them 
home, get out the cutting 
board and your boning knife 
and go to it. 

First, take the little paper

tags off the wings and throw 
them away. Remove the 
packets of giblets from inside 
the birds, open them, empty 
the contents onto the cutting 
board and throw the paper 
away. That's all you get to 
throw away. If you want to 
save money, the rest gets 
used. 

SAITEED chlckeR livers 
on toast are one of my favor¬ 
ite breakfasts, so the livers 
are separated out. wrapped 
and frozen for a future break¬ 
fast treat. The hearts, giz¬ 
zards and necks go into a 
separate pile, the beginning 
of a pile of good stuff for the 
stockpot. 

Now take the largest of the 
fryers, wrap it in some appro¬ 
priate freezer wrap and pap it 
in the freezer. This will be 
roasted. Don’t pay a pre¬ 
mium for a "roasting chick¬ 
en” It is perfectly OK and a 
lot less expensive to roast a 
fryer. 

THE REMAINING fryers I 
cut up and pile in separate 
piles. All of the legs go in one 
pile, all of the thighs in an- 
other. etc. The breasts gel

Man-made substance 
reduces cholesterol level 


DALLAS (AP) — A man-made substance which could 
be substituted for cooking oil reduces high cholesterol 
levels and Ihe accompanying risk of heart attacks and 
stroke, scientists say. 

Two teams of scientists researching the substance, su- ' 
erase polyester, say it tastes like margarine. 

Heart specialists say loo much cholesterol In Ihe blood 
increases the risk of major heart problems. They blame 
much of Ihe problem on a fondness for high-cholesterol 
foods such as eggs and red meat. 

Dr. Charles Glueck, head of the University of Cinein. 
nail's general clinical research centre said most drugs 
available now to reduce cholesterol are difficult to take be¬ 
cause of unpleasant side-effects. 

The experimental substance could be used like but 
ter on toast or pancakes, like vegetable oil lor fried foods 
and like shortening for many recipes, he (aid at a news 
conference.

Califoniia-San Diego. But he added it can never replace a 
sensible diet. 

Glueck said sucrose polyester has produced nn obvious 
side effects in initial tests. It does reduce Ihe level of vita 
mins A and E. but these are easily replaced 

Considered a drug by the U.S. fo^ and drug adminis¬ 
tration. it apparently is several years from being com¬ 
mercially available. 

Glueck and Crouse described their separate studies 
this week at the American Heart Associaiion confer 
ence. 

Glueck said tests with 24 healthy males showed Ihe 
substance reduced cholesterol levels an average of about 10 
per cent. Crouse, who gave sucrose polyester lo 11 obese 
patienLs who had been dieting for three weeks, reported 
cholesterol decreases of II to IS per cent. 

The researchers said Ihe substance seems lo attach It- 
self lo cholesterol In the intestine before it moves into 
Ihe blood. Because sucrose polyester cannot be digested, 
it and the captured cholesterol are passed out of the 
body with other wastes. 

The substance, which results from a chemical reac 
lion of sugars and fatty acids, was developed several years 
ago for possible use in low-calorie foods, said Fred 
Mattson of Proctor Gamble's laboratory in Cincinnati.

And Ro 
ranne Welssman. the Cleveland-born in 
structor. says she has tauRht 18 classes 
since last January to about too stu¬ 
dents. 

“I found that I was meetinR a lot of 
people who were readinR about the Rlit 
tery WashinRton social life and knew 
nothinR about it, even thouRh they lived 
here.” said Ms. Weissman. 36. a free 
lance writer and public relations woman 
who has lived here for It years. 

She teaches the three-hour. $8 
course, sponsored by the city’s Open 
L’niversity. in an overheated second- 
storey classroom wedRed between a 
pizzeria and dry cleaner not far from the 
zoo. 

“To make it in this town, you need 
chulzpa—Rutsiness.” Ms. Weissman 
told her students. Including a Rrey- 
haired air force instructor new in town, a 
computer analyst from suburban Vir¬ 
ginia who wants to be invited to th<- 
White House and a nurse who dreams of 
being invited to a party at The Post 

To make it on the embassy circuit. 
Ms. Weissman advises; “Forget Great 
Britain and France. Go to the smaller 
embassies. Say you’re Interested in vi¬ 
siting their country, and do they have 
any activities you could attend. " 


On crashing an embassy party: “If 
you look nice, chances are they won’t 
mind.

Ms 
Weissman said: “I’ve been to a lot of 
embassy parties, but I think they're a 
drag. But I started giving the course be¬ 
cause there is a nei^ to know how this 
town operates so people don’t have any 
illusions, whether they're a part of it or 
not."

QlfEBEC (CP) - gucbec 
has approved maternity 
leave of up to 18 weeks with a 

g uarantee that women can 
ave their jobs back after¬ 
wards 

A government regulation 
published Wednesday ex¬ 
tends the right to take mater¬ 
nity leave to all working 
women holding jobs governed 
by guebec law. Wage earners 
subject to the federal mini¬ 
mum-wage law are not af¬ 
fected. 

The regulation brings into 
force a law passed by the 
guebec national assembly 
last June. Its Implementation 
leaves only the provinces of 
Newfoundland and Prince 
Edward Island without provi¬ 
sions for maternity leave. 

Three weeks notice is re¬ 
quired before the leave is 
taken and two weeks notice 
for return. 

If a woman fails to show up 
at the end of 18 weeks she 
may lose her job.

A woman may demand a 
transfer, however, if a health 
danger arises from her usual 
job. 

The right to maternity 
leave applies during strikes 
and lockouts. 

Five weeks off are allowed 
in the caae of a still birth.

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Jennings offers 
protest music 
of the 1970s

NASHVILLE — Outlaw 
the mu6l colorful description 
for the style of country music 
associated with Waylon Jen¬ 
nings, but independent is a 
more accurate term. You 
could even think of it as the 
protest music of the '70s. 

Though the cowboy-inde¬ 
pendent image has long been 
part of country music, its 
contemporary role was de 
fined in the songs of Kris 
Krostofferson. The battle cry 
was issued in Mr and Bobby 
.McGee: "Freedom's jast an- 
iitker word for lothiig left Is 
lose.” 

Like that song, other tunes 
In the progressive country 
movement dealt with the 
challenge and frustrations of 
following one's own goals and 
desires. The outward social 
Ihruat of the ‘Ms folk-rock 
protest music was turned in¬ 
ward. Many of Kristoffer- 
son's best songs dealt with 
the struggle to maintain one's 
individuality. 

Janis Joplin made .Me and 
Bobby McGee into a pop hit. 
but it was country artists like 
Jennings and Willie Nelson 
u ho picked up on the nuances 
of the song. After all. it was 
iheir story. In part, Kristof- 
ferson was telling In songs 
like The Pilgrim - Chapter 
» 

!iee him wasted an the side¬ 
walk In his Jacket and his 
Jeans 

Wearing yesterday's mis- 
fortnnes tike a smite 

Once be had a fntare fail n( 
money , iove and dreams 

Which be spent like they 
was ^ng sot of styte. 

Kristofferson eventually 
opted for the movies, but 
Jennings and Nelson contin¬ 
ued to explore the outlaw ter¬ 
rain. In Pick up the Tempo. 
Nelson deiended the altesna 
live musical and sociological 
stance; 

People are sayin' that 
time'll take rare of people 
like me. 

And that I'm livin' too fast 
and...can't last for much 
longer.

In Jennings' new f'va At- 
ways Been Crazy album, he 
even pokes fun at the outlaw 
image with a song titled 
Don't You Think This Outlaw 
Bit's Done Got Out of Hand. 
But the LP's title tune sum¬ 
marizes. however playfully, 
the turmoils of Jennings' 
struggle.

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Waylon refuses to compromise

NASHVILLE — “Anyone 
heard from Kris?" asked 
Waylon Jennings, sitting be¬ 
hind his desk in the two- 
storey office building on 
Music City Row. 

Jennings has recorded a 
dozen of Kristofferson's 
songs, but he wasn't try ing to 
reach the songwriter-actor 
for a tune this time. Kristof 
ferson was in New Orleans 
making a movie with Mu 
hammad All. and Jennings 
wanted some of All's old box¬ 
ing gloves. He'd put them 
right alongside his pair of the 
late Hank Williams' boots 
Like songwriter Williams. 
Allis one of Jennings' 
heroes. 

Change the field from box¬ 
ing to country music and the 
adversary from the federal 
government to the Nashville 
establishment, and Jennings 
becomes the hero of his own 
stoo’- Against sometimes 
heavy odds. hr. too, refused 
to compromise. 

The 41-year-old singer ar¬ 
rived in Nashville a decade 
ago as the most exciting new 
figure in country music in 
years. But his independent 
spirit and approach to musk- 
clashed with conservative 
Nashville ways. They called 
him a rebel and. later, an 
outlaw. 

By the end of the '60s, Jen¬ 
nings was all but counted out 
here. He had been on the road 
for 300 days a year playing 
clubs for what sMmed for¬ 
ever. and he had nothing 
much to show for it. Despite a 
few top 20 country singles. 


the Texan was deeply in debt 
and drained emotionally. 

Adding to his frustration 
were the accolades he'd get 
from.reviewers every time he 
stepped' out of Nashville. 
When he'd return to Nash¬ 
ville. however, he was unable 
to record the songs he wanted 
in the way he wanted. 

In 1971. Jennings dec ided to 
quit the business. He couldn't 
do it their way any longer, 
and they showed no signs of 
changing. 

The person who changed 
Jennings' mind was Richie 
Albright. Jennings' drummer 
for years. 

"Richie told me. 'Let's give 
it one more run.' Jennings 
.said. "He told me he'd come 
back with me. and if it didn't 
work this time, we'd both go 
back to Phoenix or some¬ 
where and get a sit-down job 
and take it easy.” 

With Reshen's help. Jen 
nings got out of debt. He al.so 
convinced RCA Records to 
give him artistic control over 
his records and began book 
ing his own concerts rather 
than working through a 
Nashville agency. 

Under the new arrange¬ 
ment. Jennings began mak 
ing strides toward his long 
predicted stardom. 

The singer's Outlaws 
album In 1976 was the first 
pure country album ever to 
.sell a million copies, and Jen¬ 
nings new I've Always Been 
Crazy was the first country 
LP with enough advance 


orders to ship gold (660.606 
copies). 

Ironically, the success has 
caused another strain on Jen 
nings. He's finally pleased 
with his records, but the 
trimmings sometimes makes 
him feel trapped. He has an 
office, a payroll of nearly 66 
people, and he's recognized 
whenever he steps into the 
old haunts. Despite the rowdy 
"outlaw" reputation. Jen 
nings Is shy. 

Jennings was bom near 
Lubbock. Tex., the hometown 
o( early rock star Buddy 
llolly. Like Holly, he started 
out in the late '3Qs singing on 
a local radio station. Holly, 
already a hit at the time liked 
Jennings' voice so much he 
produced Jennings' first rec¬ 
ord. 

When Holly had a disagree¬ 
ment with his Crickets band, 
he asked Jennings to join him 
on bass for a 1969 lour. It was 
the tour that ended with a 
fatal air crash. Jennings 
originally was scheduled to 
be in the small, private plane 
with Holly, but gave his seal 
at the last minute to ailing 


J P Richardson (the Big 
Bopper). 

Shaken by Holly's death 
and disillusioned by the book¬ 
ing agency's manoeuvring to 
keep the lour going afler- 
waiMs. Jennings returned to 
Lubbock and worked as a 
disc jockey. Two years later, 
the owner of a new record 
label in town asked if he'd do 
a song for him. 

The record didn't do well, 
but it prompted Jennings to 
play clubs and bars In the 
.Southwest. After stints in .Salt 
l.ake City and Idhao. he set¬ 
tled in Phoenix. 

Later he joined RCA in 
Nashville. It was there that 
he began to popularize his 
updated country-rock style — 
and met resistance. 

"That's when people start¬ 
ed railing me outlaw and 
rebel," he says now. "I 
couldn't conform to the way 


they did things. I never said 
they were wrong. I just said 
it was wrong for me. if that 
makes me an outlaw. I guess 
I was." 

Jennings did contribute at 
the time to the two-fisted out¬ 
law Image. He roomed in 
.Nashville for a lime with 
Johnny Cash, ano^r coun-

Cushing said (he state de 
paiTment had been aware of 
this practice for about six 
months and said that the sum 
of $2,000 worth of gold per 
individual was most often 
mentioned. 

The official slate drparl- 
■ nienl spokeswoman. Jill 
Schuker. said. "The pracliee 
i)f forcing people to buy (heir 
way out is pardcularly repre¬ 
hensible." 

"We deplore sirongly the 
human rights slluation in 


Vietnam, which Is forcing 
tens of thousands of indivl(i- 
uals to flee, despite the great 
dangers of Ihe voyage and the 
uncertain future which 
awaits them once they dc 
successfully reach a place of 
asylum.” 

Cushing stressed that he 
had no evidence that the 
praetiee of charging gold 
from polcntlal refugees was 
an official policy of Hanoi, 
but "It is obvious that this 
practice is known at the high 
esi levels.” 

He suggested the Vietnam¬ 
ese governmeni might be 
gelling rich by Ihe practice. 

”By placing a price on de 
parture 1 should think they 
would accumulate a lidv 


sum,” he said. “Bui we are 
unable lo determine how 
much goes lo the national cof¬ 
fers and how much is re¬ 
tained by officials acting out¬ 
side a policy.” 

Cushing referred mainly lo 
the .so-called Vietnamese 
boat people and said’ the 
boats on which they fled ’’are 
loaded with the connivance 
and assistance sometimes of 


security and police officials 
of (he Vietnamese govern 
menl." 

Cushing said that since Ihe 
end of the Vietnam War. 
some 250.000 Vietnamese had 
left their country—about DO.- 
000 for Ihe United .States— 
and the number of bokrpon 
pie had been increasing 
rapidly.

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New TV shows fall 


NKW YORK (IT’D—NpI- 
» ork television makes money 
in spile of itself. 

Consider a multi-billion 
dollar business that fails to 
sell almost half Us new prod- 
uti—that's a network. 

There were 22 new shows 
announced by the three net¬ 
works tor the 1978-79 season. 
One never pot off the ground 
Of the 21 that became air¬ 
borne. nine are no longer on 
the air. two are scheduled In 
return, and another half- 
dozen are in danger of can¬ 
cellation anytime now. 

The biggest hit among the 
newcomers is the comedy 
that was considered a joke — 
but not the kind you laugh at 
—before It was shown. 

Mark & Mindy, with the 
wildly talented Robin Wil- 
iiams. consistently ranks in 
the Nielsen top 10 week after 
week. The week ending Nov. 
12. it ranked fourth 
,\fork i Mindy highlights 
the new-show ratings story 
for this season. Everyone 
knew that ABC would con¬ 
tinue as the top-rated net¬ 
work. but that was based on 
the big pulling power of prot- 
en hiLs. particularly the big 
Tuesday lineup of Three’s 
C'omptny, I-aveme i Shir¬ 
ley and Happy Days, the top- 
rated shows on television. 

The surprise came when 
four of ABC's five new pro 
grams turned out to be win¬ 
ners—Mork, Taxi (which 
(omblnes its own strength 
with that of the Tuesday 
schedule). Baltleslar Galac- 
tiea and VegaS. 

What's happened is that 
eten on a week like the one 
ending Nov. 12. when Tues¬ 
day was preempted on the 
networks by election cover¬ 
age. ABC still won the ratings 
war. with CBS in seeond 
place and NBC a very close 
third. That's the third week in 
a row that CBS took second, 
but for the season so far. it's 
the cellar for the network 
that once dotiinated the in¬ 
dustry. 

Right now the schedule is in 
a state of flux. November is 
"sweeps" month—a time 
when Nielsen and Arbltron. 
the two big ratings senices. 
are both determining local 
station ratings. These local 
ratings, of course, reflect on 
the networks, and are of vital 
importance in determining 
advertising price lags. 

The importance of the 
"sweeps" means the audi¬ 
ence is being swamped with 
special programming just 
now —The Kurd. Pearl, The 
1‘irale. Hud and Lou. Rain- 
how, et al. It's all an effort to 
bring in big numbers. 

A side effect Is that the 
schedule is jumbled, and 
there may be some changes 
made. CBS has already 
knocked off People and tem¬ 
porarily pulled K'KHP —an 
announcement is expected

that show. CB.S also has yet to 
unveil what's happening with 
the Mary Tyler .MoOre formal 
that will replace Mary. 

Other CB.S shows In trouble 
Include . American Girls, 
which Is not expected to sur¬ 
vive in any form. Flyinp 
Hifih. which might get an 
extension, and Paper Chase, 
a show with critical acclaim 
and dismal ratings. Paper 
C'ha.se. however, has a major 
fan In William Paley. At CB.S. 
what Paley likes. CBS gels. 

CBS has six new shows it 
will introduce in the so-called 
second season. One will bow 
in Nov. 27— White .Shadow, a 
drama starring Ken Howard 
as basketball coach in a ra¬ 
cially mixed school. 

Other CB.S show's^ with no 
.starling dales set, include 
The Dukes of Hazrard. Haz- 
zard being a southern county 
where two modem Robin 
lUxid coilsins fight corruption 
and pick up spare rash driv¬ 
ing in stock car races, and 
Billy Liar, a half-hour sitcom 
bas^ on the Tom Courtenay 
movie about a 19-year-old 
with Waller Mitly fantasies. 

Miss Winslow and Son will 
be a half-hour comedy about 
an unmarried mother in her 
early 20s who prefers single 
parenthood to unhappy mar¬ 
riage, despite what the nosy 
neighbors might say, based 
on a successful English com¬ 
edy. 



Coed Fever Is a half-hour 
comedy about freshman 
coeds sharing a house at a 
New England college, and 
Bad .News Bears, based on 
the movie series, relates the 
adventures of a Little League 
baseball team. 

Two more possible CBS 
midseason shows are Onward 
and Upward, a .Norman Lear 
sitcom starring John Amos 
as a freshman congressman, 
and Flalbush. a contempo¬ 
rary Bower.v Boys about five 
young men in Brooklyn.

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Mall row 
in hands 
of court

NANAIMO — The town of Pirksville and the Nanaimo 
Regional District have had their disagreements before, 
but this time the difference of opinion will be settled in 
court. 

The town of Parksville has filed a writ against Newton 
.Markets Ltd. and the Nanaimo Regional District to stop 
construction of a shopping mall addition lo the K & R 
Food Store, just north of the town boundaries. 

Regional board director Paul Smith Ihis week de 
scrIM the district as being involved in only a side issue 
in the dispute, because it had issued a building permit to 
K & R for the construction. 

The town of Parksville is contending that the construe 
tion is illegal because it is on land that is nol zoned for that 
use. 

The regional board in October ordered the building in¬ 
spection department to issue the permit, after the district 
received an opinion from its lawyer that it should do so. 

K & R had argued, and the region's lawyer agreed, thai 
the work on the shopping centre was under way before 
the zoning bylaw for the area wtas adopid. 

K 4 R started work on the store Just before the zoning 
bylaw for the area was finally adopted in the fall of I97.T 
Now, the company is building a .shopping mall addition lo 
the food store that was shown In the original plot plans in 
1973. 

Bruce Emerson, the region's lawyer, said he believed lhal 
the court would find the entire shopping mall was legalls 
under construction at the lime the zoning bylaw was adiipi 
ed. and. therefore, would allow construction lo continue 

The town of Parksville said in a letter lo the inspector of 
municipalities in October that the town council believed 
that bwause the K & R is a legal nun confurming use 
use of the land and buildings are frozen and enlargement 
is prohibited. 

Regional board administrator W. D. Ilotl pointed ool 
that if the region had not Issued the building permit tn 
Newton Markets, it probably would have been involved in a 
lawsuit with K & R. so that cither way the affair seemed 
destined lo end in the courts. 

Parksville is seeking lo have the building permit re 
yoked, construction slopped, and costs paid. 

In another matter concerning both the town of Parks 
ville and the region, the problem may rest with other 
levels of govemmeni. 

The town has written lo the regional board complaining 
about drainage problems that are caused by water from 
higher gVound in unorganized territory around the luun 
boundaries. 

Parksville clerk-administrator Bryan Kirk said the town 
had approached Ibe premier. Ministry of the Environmenl. 
Ministry of Highways and Ministry of Public Works looking 
for a solution. 

'The town had been lold that il should approach Ihc re 
gion. and that perhaps Ihe two could crcalc a specified 
area for drainage. 

Directors said they were inclined lo consider Ihe siliia 
lion as a classic case of passing the buc k, bui dedded lo 
refer the problem to the region's public works commit 
lee lo see if il could come up with suggestions 


Fears stall 
sewer line 


NANAIMO — Fears that 
Duke Point sewers could 
serve Gabriola Island stalled 
approval of Ihe proposed 
sewer line for Ihe industrial- 
port development at Ihe Nan¬ 
aimo regional board Ihis 
week. 

Joyce Lockwood, of Ga¬ 
briola. said that people on 
the Island had been upset to 
discover that plans for the 
sewer extension to Duke 
Point included sizing for pos¬ 
sible future service lo Ga¬ 
briola. 

Island residents, she 
said, wanted nothing at all to 
do with Ihe sewer idea and 
were afraid that if the Ga¬ 
briola capacity was included 
il would create pressure from 
developers for Ihe extension. 

She said Gabriola was 
implementing its community 
plan, lo keep the island rural- 
residential. where sewage 
could be handled by Ihe land 
and water supplies would be 
self-sufficient. 

Lockwood and Cedar

A report from Ihe publit 
works committee estimated 
Ihe project, to extend the 
Nanaimo interceptor and in¬ 
stall the Duke Point trunk, 
would cost 54.5 million, but 
only $56,700 a year for 25 
years after government 
grants. 

The board was lold the 
larger sizing would cost $11. 
000 a year and would also be 
able lo serve the area south of 
Duke Point. 

There was some question 
about how long the govern 
meni grants would be avail 
able for the project, bui 
directors decided to delay a 
decision on Ihe Issue for two 
weeks, lo give Kennedy and 
Lockwood time to study Ihc 
situation. 

In other business con 
tained In Ihe public w'orks 
committee report, the board 
approved an agreement with 
Hub City Paving that would 
give Ihe area a dump for 
combustible demolition ma 
lerial and tree stumps. 

The paving company has 
agreed lo administer the pro¬ 
gram. storing the materials 
and burning them in the 
spring and fall. 

Charges to be levied will 
reimburse the company for 
the cost of personnel to man 
Ihe site, on Nanaimo River 
Road. 

Charges will range from 
$30 for 20 cubic yards to 
$5 for loads under three cubic 
yards. 

Rales at the Cedar dump 
were also revised, on Ihe 
public works committee's 
recommendation. 

Charges at Cedar will' 
range from $1.50 for loads of 
500 pounds or less to $6.50 per 
Ion for loads greater than 2.- 
OOO pounds. 

There will continue to be 
no charge for private vehi¬ 
cles dumping household gar¬ 
bage. 

The board asked Ibe pub¬ 
lic works committee lo study 
a request by the town of 
Parksville for an increase in 
Ihe amount the region pays 
for the use of the town's dump 
by regional residents.

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Federal 
power 
favored 
by Rene 

PARIS (CP)—In a nowly 
rcleasfd book, Quebec Pre¬ 
mier Rene Levesque says he 
supports federalism on an in¬ 
ternational level, although he 
remains devoted to the ideal 
of political sovereignty for 
Quebec. 

"On a world level, I am 
federalist,” Levesque says in 
La Passion du Quebec, pub¬ 
lished by Les Editions Stock. 

l-evesque says he believes 
a minimal kind of federalism 
on a world scale Is necessary 
to avoid the chaos of famine 
and war. but he sees no con¬ 
tradiction between this belief 
and his Quebec nationalism. 

The 300-page book Is a col¬ 
lation of 10 interviews with 
Leve.sque conducted last year 
by Jean Robert Leselbaum of 
the French magazine Le 
Nouvel Qbservaleur, plus a 
series of articles on (Quebec 
history and culture. 

The rambling Interview In¬ 
cludes many biographical de¬ 
tails about Levesque's youth 
In the Gaspe Peninsula, his 
career as a journalist and his 
years as a Liberal minister, 
but he also speaks at length 
about the type of indepen¬ 
dence he foresees for Que¬ 
bec. 

The Parti Quebecois leader 
says he is convinced that 
realism would force English 
Canada to negotiate eco¬ 
nomic association with the 
Quebec government if the 
proposed referendum went 
the PQ government’s way. 

But if English Canada le- 
fu.sed to negotiate, "Quebec 
would inevitably be forced to 
make a few unilateral decla¬ 
rations." lycvesque says 
without elaboration. 

In recent months, the pre¬ 
mier has said that there 
would be no unilateral decla¬ 
ration of sosereignty if an 
economic association proved 
impossible. 

If the referendum is won. 
the premier says In the book, 
some federalists will prob¬ 
ably leave the province. Just 
as the Loyalists left the Unit¬ 
ed .States after the American 
Revolution. 

"It will certainly happen 
for a few hundred, perhaps a 
few thousand Quebecers, 
even francophones, who will 
not accept the decision of the 
majority if it goes our way.” 

As for Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau. Levesque discus.ses at 
length the dwision by Tru¬ 
deau, Gerard Pelletier and 
Jean Marchand to enter fed¬ 
eral politics in 1963. and says 
the three did not sense the 
Important distinction he saw 
iK'twtK'n federal and Quebec 
politics. 

"Mr. Trudeau, in particu¬ 
lar. is not especially rooted in 
Quebec's identity and cul¬ 
ture." 

And he adds later that both 
Trudeau and Pelletier have 
become seriously'"uprooted'’ 
since they entered federal 
politics. 

On a more personal note, 
Levesque says the late L'..S. 
president Franklin D. Roo¬ 
sevelt has been his political 
model, and he admits to read¬ 
ing more often in English 
than In French. 

La Passion du Quebec is 
part of a series of book-length 
interviews with world politi¬ 
cal figures, including Willy 
Brandi of West Germany. 
Olof Palme of Sweden and 
Kurt Waldheim of the I'niled 
Nations.

QUEBEC CITY (UPI)- 
Premier Rene Levesque said 
this week that he believed It 
would be possible for Que- 
becers to hold both (^bec 
and Canadian citizenship in a 
future independent Quebec. 

"What would prevent that. 
In to nr 15 years from now, a 
Quebec citizen could—at the 
same time and on an interna¬ 
tional level—also be a citi¬ 
zen of the association, Que- 
bec-Canada,” Levesque said 
In the assembly. 

"It .seems to me that would 
not be so bad. We have the 
right not to stop ourselves 
from imagining . . . about’ 
the future.” 

I,evesque said Quebecers 
would be able to have their 
own citizenship while being 
able to share with Canadians 
some elements of citizenship 
such as common passports. 

"It's a working hypMhesis. 
like many others.” Levesque 
said.

British Columbia should get out of the railway busi¬ 
ness, says the Royal Commission on the B.C. Rail¬ 
way. 

The commission, in its final report released Fri¬ 
day, says if the province is unable to divest itself of the 
BCR. It should turn the railway Into a crown corpora¬ 
tion and stay out of its affairs. 

It urges that all rates be set at levels where no 
money is lost and that the government pay for unecon¬ 
omical services its wants maintained. 


Study urges 
power boost 
for regions

The report calls on the B.C. government to assume 
the railway’s $700 million debt in return for an increase 
in the province's common shareholding in the rail¬ 
way. 

The commission says there is no significant poten¬ 
tial use of the railway as an Instrument of public policy 
or as a provincial development tool, and that it is basic¬ 
ally a feeder line to the Canadian National Railways 
line at Prince George for mills located between Wil¬ 
liams Lake, In the south, and Mackenzie, in the 
north. 

“Suggestions that the railway has a public policy 
function, or operates as a public .service, constitute no 


more than an attempted rationalization of the fact that 
it loses public money on an enormous scale. 

"These losses are incurred chiefly to support mis- 
located and oftentimes uneconomic industrial opera¬ 
tions, and to maintain routings to United States con¬ 
necting carriers disadvantageous to BCR.” 

The report says the cost of the railway to the 
province is out of proportion to any economic or social 
benefits and less than one quarter of its 2,080-kilometre 
line is economically viable. 

"The rest of the BCR system is operated at a 
loss.” 

The report says this loss means the public is 


supporting forest industry plants which, but for the 
BCR. would have located on the transcontinental lines, 
would have been served by .truck or operated in a 
different way, or would not have been established when 
they were. 

"As a development tool, it has in no sense justified 
its existence through stimulation of resource reve¬ 
nues—its losses in recent years exceed total resource 
revenues from all the plants which it serves and in 1978 
exceed the total provincial revenue from stumpage and 
royalties.”

Binges just what 
doctor ordered 
for mom-to-be 


KLIZABETH. N.J. (Reuier) — For the last six 
weeks. Catherine Smith has been a patient in Eliza¬ 
beth General Hospital and on her doctor's orders got 
drunk every day. 

The hospital announced Friday the extended binge 
worked perfectly because Mrs. sSmith, who suffered 
two previous miscarriages, gave birth to twin sons late 
Wednesday. 

Pregnant women usually are warned to avoid 
alcoholic beverages. But Mrs. Smith's ob.stetrician. 
Dr. Edward Goodin, explained Friday that alcohol 
inhibited premature labor, a piH)blem Mrs. Smith 
suffered during her earlier pregnancies. 

During the .six weeks she was in hospital. Mrs. 
Stnilh. 33. from Elizabeth, was confined to strict bed 
rest and placed on a fetal monitor. 

When she first entered the hospital. Mrs. Smith, 
who previously sipped only an occasional glass of 
wine, could not keep the alcohol in her stomach. The 
hospital experimented with sweet cocktails, such as 
pina coladas, but that also failed. 

Finally she was fed straight alcohol intravenous¬ 
ly. Ever>' day the equivalent of up to 10 drinks dripped 
through (he tubes Into her vein. 

For most of the time she suffered dizziness, 
nausea and other discomforts becau.se of the alcohol. 

'But throughout it all I Just kept remembering 
that I was doing this to give birth to healthy children." 
she said. "When I get out of here. I never want to have 
anything to do with alcohol anymore."

terrorist charges. 

They were declared per¬ 
sona ndn grata in Yugoslavia 


and diplomatic sources said 
they have already been flown 
"to a country of (heir own 
choice.” 

“The (our West German 
citizens have been denied fur¬ 
ther hospitality hy Yugosla¬ 
via as undesirables,” it said. 

It had been believed that 
some sort of exchange would 
be made between the four 
West Germans and eight 
Croatian extremists wh^ 
extradition Belgrade had de¬ 
manded from West Germany 
about the same time. 

When the exchange idea 
backfired two months ago. 
(he Yugoslav press accused 
Bonn of “a double sundard 
on terrorism.” 

The four alleged terrorists 
had been arrested in May for 
illegal entry into Yugoslavia 
on false passports.

Women 
losers 
in cuts 

OTTAWA (CP) *- A federal 
study says residents of On¬ 
tario and (Quebec w ill lose the 
most benefits and face the 
highest increased welfare 
costs as a result of proposed 
changes to the unemplo.t- 
ment insurance program. 

The study also sa.vs that 
slightly more women than 
men will lo.se benefits, liar 
desl hit sectors in most prov¬ 
inces will be workers in pri¬ 
mary industries and 
construction. 

Almost half of the savings 
will result from persons af¬ 
fected by .extra work re¬ 
quired from claimants who 
entered the labor force for 
the first time or after a long 
absence or seek benefits 
twice in a year. 

The study says that the 
characteri.sticsof the persons 
hit hardest by those mea¬ 
sures are men and women 
earning less than tilOO a week 
who worked no more than II 
weeks in construction, pri 
mary industry or materials 
handling. 

Those measures are ex¬ 
pected to prevent 318.000 
from establishing claims to 
benefits.

It hits 
jobless 
—MPs 

OTTAW A (CP) —The gos- 
ernmenl's new budget will 
mean mure hardship for the 
p<H)r and unemployed, oppo¬ 
sition critics charged in the 
Commons Friday as MPs 
began a six-day debate on 
Finance Minister Jean Chre¬ 
tien's latest economic pack¬ 
age. 

Sinclair Stevens. Progres¬ 
sive Conservative finance 
critic who Thursday night 
had praised some of the pro¬ 
posals In the budget, turned 
his guns on the government's 
cash deficit, saying hundreds 
of thousands are destined for 
poverty because of profligate 
spending. 

Max Saltsman. the New 
Democratic Parly spokes¬ 
man. said i( is clear the gov¬ 
ernment is catering to busi¬ 
ness and there is nothing in 
the budget that will reduce 
unemployment. 

Key features of the budget, 
brought down by Chretien 
Thui^ay, are a total $1.3 bil¬ 
lion in federal sales tax cuts 
this year and next, a doubling 
of the current $230 deduction 
for job-related expenses, a 
reduction in unemployment 
insurance premiums and a 
variety of incentives for busi¬ 
ness. 

Stevens, who had kind 
words earlier for the reduc¬ 
tion in the federal sales lax 
and incentives for research 
and development, said the 
budget over-all Is “slightly 
negative on balance.” 


CawaiOT emt 

Budgetary measures 
announced by federal Fi¬ 
nance Minister Jean Chre¬ 
tien have a strong region¬ 
al orientation, providing 
greater benefits to certain 
parts of Canada than 
others, E C ’s acting fi¬ 
nance minister Hugh 
Curtis .said Friday. 

Curtis, the provincial muni¬ 
cipal affairs minister, told a 
news conference that the fed¬ 
eral budget. presented 
Thursday, would cost B.C. an 
estimated $40 million in lost 
revenue which, coupled with 
federal cutbacks announced 
earlier, meant a loss to the 
province of $06 million'in the 
next fiscal year. 

“Central Canada, with its 
heavy concentration of man¬ 
ufacture for the domestic 
consumption market, should 
find the manufacturers sales 
lax reduction particularly 
stimulative of production and 
employment,” Curtis said. 

“B.C. industry, on the other 
hand, with its heavy depen¬ 
dence upon le.ss highly manu¬ 
factured resource-product 
export markets, will find this 
lax reduction less advanta¬ 
geous.” 

The minister said Ihe bud¬ 
get had strengthened Ihe re¬ 
gional orientation of federal 
lax policies by providing 
larger investment, and re¬ 
search and development in¬ 
centives for slow-growing 
and high unemployment re¬ 
gions. 

He xaid some of these In¬ 
centives would benefit north¬ 
ern B.C. However, Ihe prov¬ 
ince is concerned that such 
measures “which attempt to 
attract industries into areas 
of questionable economic po¬ 
tential. may cost the Cana- - 
dian economy in Ihe long-run 
in terms of reduced Invest¬ 
ment in regions where Ihe 
prospi'cls for Industrial 
growth are more favorable" 

The minister said Ihe in¬ 
crease in Ihe minimum em¬ 
ployment expense deduction 
lo $.>00 from $2.10 a year would 
cAsI the province $13 million 
in lost personal income lux 
revenues during Ihe fiscal 
lit7S-80 year. 

Curtis said his government 
welcomed Ihe reduction in 
Ihe manfacturers sales tax lo 
nine per cent from 12 per 
cent, although it would re¬ 
duce Ihe provincial sales tax 
yield by an estimated $15 
million. 

He said the increased 
writeoff for development ex¬ 
penses in mining might pro 
vide a psychological boost lo 
the mining industry “but ap 
pears to offer little immedi¬ 
ate benefit because of, Ihe 
current weakness of interna- 
lional markets fur metals ' 

Curtis said Ihe B.C. govern¬ 
ment remains concerned 
about the fiscal situation of 
Ihe federal government "and 
its ability lo stimulate the 
economy without worsening 
longer-term inflationary 
forces."

Minister Trudeau blamed 
Liberal party misfortunes 
Friday on what he railed 
“two enemies”—opposition 
critics and Ihe press. 

He told about 1.000 Liberals 
gathered for a three-day 
meeting of the Ontario wing 
of the party that the time had 
come to restore faith in the 
party by fighting back. 

“Let's not Just stand back 
and take it,” Trudeau said to 
cheers in an otherwise 
sombre speech opening the 
Liberal meeting. 

When confronted by press 
and Opposition criticism. 
Liberals did not necessarily 
have lo take his word for 
what was right. Trudeau 
said. 

“But don't lake their 
word,” he added in a refer¬ 
ence to his opponents. 
“Check for yourself. " 

Trudeau touched a number 
of bases during his 61-minule 
address, emphasizing that a 
strong French voice in Ot¬ 
tawa was needed to counter 
the threat of separatism In 
(juebec. 

“You take away (Quebecers 
from Ottawa, they'll vote for 
separatism the day after 
that.” Trudeau said, eyes 
blazing, thumbs hooked in his 
bell. 

The prime minister chas¬ 
tized Opposition U-ader Joe 
Clark for what he called Ihe 

Consenalive leader's wil¬ 
lingness lo negotiate Ihe fu¬ 
ture of Ihe country with sepa¬ 
ratists. 

Then he added, to cheers: 
“Well, I won't negotiate. 

“That's not because I don't 
believe in confrontation. I 
don't think any one has Ihe 
mandate to separate Can¬ 
ada—only Ihe people have 
that mandate" 

Trudeau devoted his 
speech to what he de.scribed 
as a need for Liberals to re¬ 
turn to the basic tenets of 
liberalism, 

He said Ihe party must put 
reason and intelligence above 
passions and emotions. 

To counter those in politics 
wRo put passion ahead of rea¬ 
son. Trudeau said I.ib<‘rals 
must decide for themselves 
which of Ihe two was right. 

“We must return as Liber 
als lo the conviction that if 
what we do is righl. It's 
right," he said. 

“And that's the end of it. " 

The Liberal meeting is re¬ 
garded as an attempt by the 
party to restore itself after 
sharp losses in provincial 
Elections and federal b.velec 
tions earlier this fall. 


Trudeau acknowledged 
that Ihe fall was “a pretty 
bad lime for our parly." 

“It still is,” he said. 

But, he added he did not 
sense a mood of pessimism 
among Liberals and he. as 
one Liberal, is not pessimis¬ 
tic either. 


Farller, Senator Al Gra¬ 
ham. president of the Liberal 
party, said In an interview he 
felt Canadians thought that 
Trudeau had been hounded 
enough and were ready lo 
give the prime minister an¬ 
other political break.

NANAIMO — Tile town of 
Parksville and the Nanaimo 
Regional District have had 
their disagreements before, 
but this time the difference of 
opinion will be settled in 
court. 

The town of Parksville has 
filed a writ against Newton 
Markets Ltd. and the Nanai¬ 
mo Regionai District to stop 
construction of a shopping 
mail addition to the K & R 


Food Store, just north of the 
town boundaries. 

Regional board director 
Paui .Smith this week de¬ 
scribed the district as being 
Invoived in only a side Issue 
in the dispute, because it had 
Issued a building permit to 
K & R for the construction. 

The town of Parksville is 
contending that the construc¬ 
tion is illegal because it Is on 
land that is not zoned for that 
use.

Fears stall 
sewer line 

NANAIMO — Fears that Duke Point sewers could 
serve Gabriola Island stalled approval of the proposed 
sewer line for the industrial-port development at the 
Nanaimo regional board this week. 

Joyce Lockwood, of Gabriola. said that people on 
the island had been upset to discover that plans for the 
sewer extension to Duke Point Included sizing for 
possible future service to Gabriola. 

Island residents, she said, wanted nothing at all to 
do with the sewer idea and were afraid that if the 
Gabriola capacity was included it would create 
pressure from developers for the extension. 

She said Gabriola was implementing its commu¬ 
nity plan, to keep the island rural-residential, where 
sewage could be handled by the land and water 
supplies would be self-sufficient. 

Lockwood and Cedar director Owen Kennedy both 
asked that approval of the Duke Point line be post¬ 
poned until they could study the implications of the 
larger sizing. 

A report from the public works committee esti¬ 
mated the project, to extend the Nanaimo Interceptor 
and install the Duke Point trunk, would cost $4.S 
million, but only {56.700 a year for 25 years after 
government grants. 

The board was told the larger sizing would cost 
til.000 a year and would also be able to sene the area 
south of Duke Point. 

There was some question about how long the 
government grants would be available for the projeet. 
but directors decided to delay a decision on the Issue 
for two weeks, to give Kennedy and Lockwood time to 
study the situation. 

In other business contained in the public works 
committee report, the board approved an agreement 
with Hub City Paving that would give the area a dump 
for combustible demolition material and tree 
slumps. 

The paving company has agreed to administer the 
program, storing the materials and burning them In 
the spring and fall. 

Charges to be levied will reimburse the company 
for the cost of personnel to man the site, on Nanaimo 
River Road. 

Charges will range from $30 for 20 cubic yards to 
$j for loads under three cubic yards. 

Rates at the Cedar dump were also revised, on the 
public works committee's recommendation. 

Charges at Cedar will range from $1.50 for loads of 
300 pounds or less to $5.50 per ton for loads greater 
than 2.000 pounds. 

There will continue to be no charge for private 
vehicles dumping household garbage. 

The board asked the public works committee to 
study a request by the town of Parksville for an 
increase in the amount the region pa.vs for the use of 
the town's dump by regional residents 


ber ordered the building in¬ 
spection department to issue 
the permit, after the district 
received an opinion from Its 
lawyer that it should do so. 

K & R had argued, and the 
region's lawyer agreed, that 
the work on the shopping 
centre was under way before 
the zoning bylaw for the area 
was adoptd.

The town of Parksville said 
in a letter to the inspector of 
municipalities , in October 
that the town council believed 
that because the K & R is a 
legal nonconforming use, 
use of the land and buildings 
are frozen and enlargement 
is prohibited. 

Regional board adminis¬ 
trator W. D. Ilott pointed out 
that if the region had not 
issued the building permit to 
Newton Markets, it probably 
would have been involved in a 
lawsuit with K A R, so that 
either way the affair seemed 
destined to end in the courts. 

Parksville is seeking to 
have the building permit re¬ 
voked. construction slopped, 
and costs paid. 

In another matter concern¬ 
ing both the town of Parks¬ 
ville and the region, the prob¬ 
lem may rest with other 
leVels of government. 

The town has written to the 
regional board complaining 
ahput drainage problems that 
are caused by water from 
higher ground in unorganized 
territory around the town 
boundaries. 

Parksville clerk-adminis¬ 
trator Bryan Kirk said the 
town had approached the 
premier. Ministry of the En¬ 
vironment. Ministry of High¬ 
ways and Ministry of Public 
Works looking for a solution. 

The town had been told that 
it should approach the re¬ 
gion. and that perhaps the 
two could create a specified 
area for drainage. 

Directors said they were 
inclined to consider the situa¬ 
tion as a classic case of pass¬ 
ing the buck, but decided to 
refer the problem to the re¬ 
gion's public works commit¬ 
tee to see if it could come up 
with suggestions.

The provincial govern¬ 
ment's plan to sell Gray Line 
Sightseeing of Victoria Ltd. 
to a Seattle-based company 
for $316,500 drew Immediate 
protests from two different 
quarters. 

New Democratic Party 
transportation critic Charles 
Barber (MLA-VIctoria) 
called Friday's announce¬ 
ment "economic treason" 
and said the NDP would ask 
the federal Foreign Invest¬ 
ment Review Board to disal¬ 
low the transfer of owner¬ 
ship. 

Dentist Arnold Lane, op¬ 
erator of several tourist at¬ 
tractions and with Aid. Ro¬ 
bert Wright and lawyer R. H. 
.Samson partners in a local 
company which bid unsuc¬ 
cessfully for the sightseeing 
and charter service, said he 
was "surprised and disap¬ 
pointed" at the decision. 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
Hugh Curtis announced the 
sale of a number of special 
services of Vancouver Island 
Coach Lines Ltd. at a news 
conference Friday. 

"In each instance we have 
awarded the sale to the high¬ 
est bidder, as is standard 
government practice." he 
said. 

"I am very pleased that we 
have been able to encourage 
American Investment in 
B.C.'s visitor industry, while 
at the same time tying to¬ 


gether two enterprises which 
jointly will work together to¬ 
ward the growth of tourism 
on Vancouver Island and In 
the Pacific Northwest." 
Curtis said. 

Curtis said Gray Line of 
Seattle Inc. bought VICL's 
Gray Line franchise in Vic¬ 
toria and 13 double-decker 
buses for $316,500. 

The sale is conditional upon 
the hiring of Canadians to run 
the Victoria operation, and 
approval by Canada's For¬ 
eign Investment Review 
Board—which could lake up 
to three months. 

The interstate commerce 
licence and two trade 
names—B.C. Parlor Car and 
Imperial Charters—were 

sold to International Stage 
Lines of Vancouver for $8,500. 
Curtis said. The licence is 
required to operate charter 
tours In the United Stales. 

Jim Gorst. former NDP 
MLA for Esquimau, pur¬ 
chased the line's airport ser¬ 
vice between Victoria Inter¬ 
national Airport and the city 
for $25,000. 

Curtis said 21 surplus vehi¬ 
cles will be sold to 10 bidders 
for a total of $91,360. 

Curtis said the sale would 
not affect the firm's regular 
service and scheduled activi¬ 
ties. 

He added that the up-Island 
and VIcloria-Vancouver com¬ 
muter services of Pacific 


Coach Lines is still the sub¬ 
ject of negotiation between 
the government and a newly- 
formed company made up of 
bus drivers. International 
Stage Lines. 

Barber said he was "in¬ 
credibly angry" over the sale 
of Grey Lines to Americans 

Not only would it Inevitably 
result in the loss of badly- 
needed jobs on Vancouver Is¬ 
land, but it would mean the 
main commuter lines would 
have to be subsidized by B.C. 
taxpayers at large, instead of 
being subsidized out of the 
profits of the sightseeing and 
charter operations. 

"Further, this gives the lie 
to the government's false 
claim that these buses never 
made a nickel. 

"The American Grey Lines 
are run by smart business 
people. They would not have 
purchased this franchise 
today unless they saw a profit 
in it."

There 
was no law to prevent it from 
doing this. 

"Economically this deci¬ 
sion is just plain stupid." he 
said.

Cooper: Should be running CP Rail? 


JOHN COOPER: 


. Just who is this guy John Cooper? 

If he has to answer the que.stlon him.self. he will tell 
you he is a private kind of guy who didn't really intend 
to attract all the publicity that has piled up around 
him in the fight to save the E & N passenger service— 
a fight that was crowned with success Friday. 

If you ask Victoria MLA Charles Barber, he will 
tell you Cooper should be made a board member of 
VIA Rail. 

And a few others have said—only half jokingly— 
that maybe he should be running CP Rail. 

THE OTHERS SAY what Cooper won't say him- 
self—that he Is the undisputed leader among the many 
who have worked long hours and bucked heavy odds to 
force officialdom to change its mind and allow the 
little passenger service to survive. 

And those who know officialdom, say that is a little 
like moving mountains. 

"I guess I'm sort of an advocate at heart—not that I 
ran afford it," says Cooper, who at 37 has a wife, two 
children, four years of university education and ex¬ 
perience as a butcher, shipyard worker and brakeman 
with the E & N. 

His committee—the E 4 N Steering Committee— 
has been by far the most visible body In the campaign 
to save the dayllner. Made up at first of E 4 N em¬ 
ployees. most of them in the United Transportation 
Union, it grew through the months to take in citizens 
from scattered Vancouver Island communities. Many 
have come to it from positions on municipal coun¬ 
cils. 


HE’S ONE WAY TO 


IT HAS COMPILED data that has on occasion 
embarrassed CP Rail, has fought with railway offi 
rials, filed briefs and reports, burned up the telephone 
lines to Ottawa, and has generally been credited with 
forcing CP to add a second car to the train and 
Introduce Sunday service. 

Its 31-page brief to the hearing this week, complete 
with slides and taped commercials, was the most 
complete of any presented. 

Cooper got involved, he says, because of what hr 
saw as apathy. 

"I read everything I could find on the case. 1 started 
researching the 1976 decision and I found It was a 
sham—just nothing more than a sham.." 

He and others launched a passenger survey on the 
train to see how the public felt atoul the mailer. 
Convinced that something had to be done, they formed 
a committee and got to work. 

ALONG THE WAV he says he was confronted by 
some Individuals who were joining the fight for rea¬ 
sons other than the train. 

"I told them we're going to pick up the ball and run 
with it, and those people who are sincere can come 
along—those who are playing politics with It had 
better watch out.” 

Some of his main help along the way has come from 
committee stalwarts like Ron Smith, Win Mott and 
Cooper's own brother, Frank, who is running for 
city council In Nanaimo. 

"It's been more than a full-time job in itself,” 
Cooper says. 

"One of the best things we had going for us from the

outset was that we got going and kept going. If 1 could 
put it down to any one thing It would be this— 
the momentum. We pushed and we just kept on 
pushing. 

“CP RAIL JUST HASN'T had that much room to 
manoeuvre” 

Cooper might be described at times as an angry 
young man. If he has a weakness, it Is losing patience 
with people he thinks are giving him the runaround. 

He left his schooling behind him after four years at 
Simon Fraser and University of Victoria. 

"When I felt I had basically received all it had to 
offer I left.” 

He set about building a 27-foot sailboat, which Is still 
awaiting the finishing touches—a job he says he 
tackled because he was "somewhat disillusioned" 
after leaving university—"which I guess is just part 
of growing up." 

In paying Cooper and his committee tribute Friday, 
politician Barber said: “If ever a case could be made 
for worker participation In management, that case 
was made b^ay. 

“They have managed the railway better than CP 
ever did. 

"JOHN COOPER BELONGS on the board of VIA 
Rail." 

But what has It all done for Cooper? 

"When you are 37 and you look at all that has 
happened, you know you are a little wiser, a little more 
cunning." says the man himself." 

"There are lacerations. And the lacerations begin to 
hurt after a while.”

‘Get out of the rail business’

British Columbia should get out of the railway busi¬ 
ness. says the Royal Commission on the B.C. Rail¬ 
way. 

The commi.ssion. in its final report released Fri¬ 
day, says if the province is unable to divest itself of the 
BCR. It should turn the railway into a crown corpora¬ 
tion and stay out of its affairs. 

It urges that all rates be .set at levels where no 
money is lost and that the government pay for unecon¬ 
omical services its wants maintained. 


The report calls on the B.C. government to assume 
the railway's $700 million debt in return for an increa.se 
in the province's common shareholding in the rail¬ 
way. 

The commission says there is no significant poten¬ 
tial use of the railway as an instrument of public policy 
or as a provincial development tool, and that it is basic¬ 
ally a feeder line to the Canadian National Railways 
line at Prince George for mills located between Wil¬ 
liams Lake, in the south, and Mackenzie, in the 
north. 

"Suggestions that the railway has a public policy 
function, or operates as a public service, constitute no 


more than an attempted rationalization of the fact that 
it loses public money on an enormous scale. 

"These losses are incurred chiefly to support mis- 
located and oftentimes uneconomic industrial opera¬ 
tions. and to maintain routings to United .States con¬ 
necting carriers disadvantageous to BCR." 

The report says the cost of the railway to the 
province is out of proportion to any eco|iomic or social 
benefits and less than one quarter of its 2.080-kilometre 
line is economically viable. 

"The rest of the BCR system is operated at a 
loss." 

The report says this loss means the public is 


supporting forest industry plants which, but for the 
BCR. would have located on the transcontinental lines, 
w'ouid have- been served by truck or operated in a 
different w ay. or would not have been established w hen 
they were. 

"As a development tool, it has in no sense justified 
its existence through stimulation of resource reve¬ 
nues—its losses in recent years exceed total resource 
revenues from all the plants which it .senes and in ISTfi 
exceed the total provincial revenue from slumpage and 
royalties. "

During Ihe six weeks she was in hospital. Mrs 
Smith, 33. from Elizabeth, was confined to strict bed 
rest and placed on a fetal monitor. 

When she first entered the hospital. Mrs. Smith, 
who previously sipped only an oi-caslonal glass of 
wine, could not keep the alcohol in her stomach. The 
hospital experimented with sweet cocktails, such as 
pina coladas. but that also failed 

Finally she was fed straight alcohol intravenous¬ 
ly Every day the equivalent of up to 10 drinks dripped 
through (he tubes into her vein.

ASKED WHAT he considered an exce.ssive amount, 
Vantreight said: “We wouldn't pay anything like $100,000." 

The study, to be undertaken by a consultant, will deal 
with the installation's environmental impact on flood 
control and waterways management and is estimated to 
cost between $10,000 and $20,000.

He’s the guy 
who did most 
to save E&N

Just who is this guy 
John Cboper? 

If he has to answer the 
question himself, he will 
tell you he is a private 
kind of guy who didn't 
really intend to attract all 
the publicity that has 
piled up around him in 
the fight to save the E&N 
passenger service—a 
fight that was crowned 
with success Friday. 

If you ask Charles Bar¬ 
ber (MLA—Victoria) he 
will tell you Cooper 
should be made a board 
member of Via Rail. 

And a few others have 
said —only half jok¬ 
ingly—that maybe he 
should be running CP 
Rail. 

The others say what 
Cooper won't say him¬ 
self—that he Is the undis¬ 
puted leader among the 
many who have worked 
long hours and bucked 
heavy odds to force offi¬ 
cialdom to change its 
mind and allow the little 
passenger service to sur¬ 
vive. 

And those who know of¬ 
ficialdom. say that is a 
little like moving moun- 
tains. 

“I guess I'm sort of an 
advocate at heart—not 
that I can afford it." says 
Cooper, who at 37 has a 
wife, two children, four 
years of university edu¬ 


cation and experience as 
a butcher, shipyard work 
er and brakeman with 
the E&N. 

His committee—the E 
& N Steering Ckimmit- 
tee—has been by far the 
most visible body in the 
campaign to save the 
Da.vliner. Made up at 
first of E&N employees, 
most of them in the Unit¬ 
ed Transportation Union, 
it grew through the 
months to take in citizens 
from scattered Vancou¬ 
ver Island Communities. 
Many have come to it 
from positions on muni¬ 
cipal councils. 

It has compiled data 
that has on occasion em¬ 
barrassed CP Rail, has 
fought with railway offi¬ 
cials. filed briefs and re¬ 
ports. burned up the tele¬ 
phone lines to Ottawa, 
and has generaliy been 
credited with forcing CP 
to add a second car to the 
train and introduce Sun¬ 
day service. 

Its 31-page brief to the 
hearing this week, com- 
piete with slides and 
taped commercials, was 
the most complete of any 
presented. 

Cooper got involved, hr 
says, because of what he 
saw as apathy. 

"I read everything I 
could find on the case. I 
started researching the 
I!I76 decision and I found 
it was a sham— just noth¬ 


ing more than a 
sham . . ." 

He and others launched 
a passenger survey on the 
train to see how the pub¬ 
lic felt about the matter. 
Convinced that some¬ 
thing had to be done, they 
formed a committee and 
got to work. 

Along the way he says 
he was confronted by 
some individuals who 
were joining the fight (or 
reasons other than the 
train. 

"I told them we're 
going to pick up the ball 
and run with it. and those 
people who are sincere 
can come along— those 
who are playing politics 
with it had better watch 
out." 

.Some of his main help 
along the way has come 
from committee stal¬ 
warts like Ron Smith. 
Win Mott and Cooper's 
own brother, Frank, who 
is running for city coun¬ 
cil in Nanaimo. 

"It's been more than a 
full-time job in itself." 
Cooper says. 

"One of the best things 
we had going for us from 
the outset was that we got 
going and kept going. If I 
could put it down to any 
one thing it would be 
this—the momentum. We 
pushed and we just kept 
on pushing. 

"CP Rail just hasn't 
had that much room to 
manoeuvre"

Cooper might be de¬ 
scribe at times as an 
angry young man. If he 
has a weakness, it is los¬ 
ing patience with people 
he thinks are giving him 
the run-around. 

He left his schooling be¬ 
hind him after four years 
at Simon Fraser and Uni¬ 
versity of Victoria. 

"When I felt I had 
basically received all it 
had to offer I left." 

He set about building a 
27-foot sailboat, which is 
still awaiting the finish¬ 
ing touches—a job he 
says he tackled because 
he was "somewhat disil¬ 
lusioned" after leaving 
university— "which I 
guess is just part of grow 
ing up" 

In paying Cooper and

said Glazier Friday, minutes after the 
review committee of the Canadian Trans¬ 
port Commission lifted the death sentence 
on the E&N passenger service. 

"That's the most ridiculous spot in the 


world," said John Cooper of the Glazier 
site. 

“Absolutely no planning has gone into 
that." 

Cooper, chairman of the E&N Steering 
Committee, has proposed a transportation 
centre for an entire city block across (Jov 
emment Street from Labatt's Brewery 

REMINDED THAT not only Glazier but 
Victoria city council approved the other site 
and plan to share the costs with the prov¬ 
ince, Cooper snapped: "They obviously 
didn't know what they were doing. It's ill- 
conceived. There are a dozen sound reasons 
why it would not work." 


He says it would be located on a piece of 
land too small for a proper train pick¬ 
up. would provide no room for buses—a 
necessity in thei integrated transportation 
concept—and would create a traffic hazard 
near the bridge. 

But Glazier says the plan is well thought 
out and would be just right for the proposed 
commuter service with the Western Com¬ 
munity. 

IF THE CPR will lease the land for a 
dollar and the province will share the build¬ 
ing and beautification costs, the project will 
be underway, he says. 

He forecasts the completion of the little 
station by March or April. 


The sale is conditional upon 
the hiring of Canadians to run 
the Victoria operation, and 
approval by Canada's For¬ 
eign Investment Review 
Board—which could take up 
to three months. 

The interstate commerce 
licence and two trade 
names—B.C. Parlor Car and 
Imperial Charters—were 
sold to International Stage 
Lines of Vancouver for $6,500.

Instead of 
being subsidized out of the 
profits of the sightseeing and 
charter operations. 

“Further, this gives the lie 
to the government's false 
claim that these buses never 
' made a nickel. 

"The American Gray Lines 
are run by smart business 
people. They would not have 
purchased this franchise 
today unless they saw a profit 
in it." 

Barber said the least the 
government could have done 
was to go back to the Victoria 
company and ask them to 
resubmit a larger bid. There 
was no law to prevent it from 
doing this. 

“Economically this deci 
sion is just plain stupid." he 
said. 

"The NDP will certainly 
make representations to the 
foreign investment review 
board to prevent this give¬ 
away of a profitable company 
with obvious room for expan¬ 
sion," Barber added. 

Lane, a partner with 
Wright and Samson in S&S 
Enterprises Ltd., hastily- 
formed to put in a bid after 
the major Canadian bus com¬ 
panies decided not to tender, 
said the company would have 
to consider protesting the 
provincial government's de¬ 
cision.

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One of the frinf^e bc'nefits of bcNik 
review in*; is the M^Pnin*; of unexpected 
pleasure from a book one would not 
normahy be tempted to read. Such a 
book Ls In Search of History, by Theo¬ 
dore H. White. 

White has always been jtood value 
for money, wbether writinit about pre- 
Communist China (Thunder Out of 
China), post-war Europe (Fire in the 
Ashes), or John F. Kennedy’s triumph 
(The Afakin^ of the PresidiMt —> J960). 
His three subsequent books on the same 
presidential theme, published at four- 
year intervals, lessened my interest In 
White's work and, a)thou)(h 1 possess it. 

1 have yet to open his book about the 
fall of Nixon. White Is blameless; the 
fault is entirely mine for not lakinft a 
deeper interest in U.S. politics. 

I mention this because others may 
well have felt the same way. and this 
would naturally prejudice anyone 
aftainst Riving tlw new White bo^ a 
second glance, and this would indeed be 
a pity, for In Search of History Is a 
new departure — a personal adventure 
story, a semi-autobiography by a great 
newspaperman who has spent his entire 
adult life hobnobbing with American, 
Chinese, and European rain makers 
and climate-makers. 

Far too many newspapermen.today 
are mere recorders of events; they re¬ 
port what happened without knowing 
why it occured or what the passible 
implications may be. White’s strength 
as a reporter was that he frequently 
knew as much or more about a given 
subject than the person he was inter¬ 
viewing. and this lent an added dimen¬ 
sion to his work. 

His superioril). so evident ih the 
pieces he wrote for Time, Life. The 
Reporter. Collier's, and other leading 
publications, was. I always thought, due 
to intensive last-minute homework. 
What 1 didn't know until I read In 
Search of History’ Is (hat White Ls a 
considerable historian (he graduated 
from Harvard summa cum laude in 
American and Oriental history) and 
(hat he has always treaU'd news as 
history in the making. 

i’erhaps more importantly, he has 
always recognized that names make 
news and heroes make history, and he 
was lucky to be a hero-worshipper at a 
time when military and political heroes 
abounded There are no heroes today, 
which is perhap.s the reason why his¬ 
tory is marking time.

Although somewhat long-winded (he 
always needed at least a column just 
to clear his throat). White has always 
been regarded as one of the best report¬ 
ers around He lo\’ed his chosen profess¬ 
ion and this showed in his work.

sixty? To a hero-worshipper a dearth of 
heroes is depressing, but that’s not the 
rea.son. The root cause more likely 
lies in a significant paragraph buried 
about Iwu-lhirds of the way through the 
book.

Dozens of the statistics, 
like the most expeB.sive book.

Even in a world where tum¬ 
bling records are a part of 
everyday life it slfll comes as 
a surprise to learn that the 
largest newspaper ever pub¬ 
lished (an edition of (he New 
York Times) had 946 pages. 

The book itself has notched 
up rec ords of its own with a 
world sale of 35 million 
copies. Indonesian and Chi¬

others. The book admits de¬ 
feat. however, in the-overall 
(op-selling category. 

“It was announced on 
March 13. 1953. (hat 

673.05k.000 copies of the 
works of .Stalin had been 
sold,** it reports, adding 
pointedly. **or distributed.** 

The k>ook Is probably 
bought mostly for the vast 
mine of information which It 
contains but MeWhirter's 
lommenlary deserves to ac¬ 
count for a few million extra 
copies. He notes that a Gary 
Muhroke, who claims to have 
climbed the Empire State 
building in 12 minutes 42 sec¬ 
onds last February, must 
now be very embarrassed. 
He was drawing a $12.000-a- 
year pension at (he time from 
(he New York Fire Depart¬ 
ment — for physical disabil- 
iiy. 


pollution, environmefii, and much else, 
require interpretation by specialists, 
the so-called experts, because no report¬ 
er can any longer judge for himself. And 
as political leaders are likewise at the 
mercy of experts, both leaders and re¬ 
porters have lost their grip on affairs 
and can no longer communicate. 

For White, who has always reported 
what is happening, as oppo»»ed to rec- 
ordinv what happened, it was clearly 
time to jump off the out-of-control 
nterry-go-round and look back to (he 
days when he travelled the world in 
search of history’. 

He begins at (be beginning, in Boston 
where this son of poor Russian im¬ 
migrants grew up in a Jewish ghetto, 
sold newspapers, paid for his education 
at Bostoa Latin School, the stepping- 
stone to Harvard which, in addition to 
graduating him in history also gave him 
a travelling scholarship. He went to 
diina, with the Intention of studying 
further prior to retunring to Harvai^ to 
(each Oriental history. 

The China he went to wa.s split three 
ways; the part that wasn’t occupied by 
the invading Japanese was controlled 
partly by* the Nationalists and partly by 
(be Communi.sts. White was in Chungk¬ 
ing with Chiang Kai-shek and Generals 
Stilwell and Cheonault when Henry 
Luce cabled him an offer to become Far 
Eastern correspondent for Time maga¬ 
zine. He accepted, and that was the last 
Harvard hea^ of him. 

Travelling to Yenan to live in (he 
caves with Mao *rse-tung. CIkhi En-iai 
and their followers, visiting the battle- 
fronts, and rapidly discerning that the 
real battle for China was between 
diiang and Mao. not bt'lweea the Chi¬ 
nese and Japanese, gave him the ex¬ 
perience and background material to 
later cover the Second World War cam¬ 
paigns in Burma and Malaya. 

When, after the war. he went to Paris 
to report the success of the Marshall 
Plan in helping western Europe to 
recover, he was an old hand at the game 


uf popularizing personalities, causes, 
revolutions, baitlea^ campaigns; half 
public clerk, half private courtier. For 
to y^rs he would Uavul (he globe tell¬ 
ing his stories, as troull>adour< had of¬ 
fered their songs, for attention, ap- 
plau.se and a fee-. 

White knew everyone worth knowing 
in China and post war western Europe 
and he Cells the story of his experiences 
in those heady days expansively, enter¬ 
tainingly, and with verve. The catalog- 
ure of events is enlivened with anec¬ 
dotes and philosophy 

When he finally returned to (he L'.S. 
he became more and more disenchant¬ 
ed with the demands and tantrums of 
his various employers. This, and the 
persecution of himself and his diplo¬ 
mat friends at the hands of (he infamoas 
Senator Mc'Carthy tthey were hound¬ 
ed because they had accurately report¬ 
ed (hat the communists would eventual¬ 
ly rule China) made him determined to 
bei'ome. his own man. He would, he 
(k*cided. wvjte book.s about U.S. poli¬ 
tics. 

When he made the decision Kennedy 
and Nixon were gearing up for (heir 
battle for the presidency, and he gam¬ 
bled his savings on the costly bu.sines.s of 
following the candidates and putting the 
campaign into a book. The gamble paid 
uff handsomely, and he did it again and 
again, until the campaign of 1976 forced 
him to report ideas contrary to (hose he 
wanted to believe. Wisely, he turned his 
back on (he election trail. 

White closes the book with the avsas- 
sination of PresidetM Kennedy (a second 
volume wi^ continue his story to the 
present day), which he reported for Life 
magazine. 'Iliree days later, be received 
a call from Jacqueline Kennedy begging 
him to come and see her. The magazine 
was about to go to press, but at White's 
urging the editors of Life stopped the 
action and cleared space for a story 
which might not even materialize. 

The distraught Jacqueline talked to 
White for three hours, graphically and 
in detail about the killing, then disjoin- 
ledly about Kennedy’s passion fur his¬ 
tory. She said both of them betieved 
history belongs to heroes and (hat 
heroes must not be forgotten, and there¬ 
fore the story was heroic, not political 
As Kennedy was the last man White saw 
as a hero, she was preaching to (he 
I'ORverted. Jacqueline continued: 

"I'm so ashamed of my¬ 
self. . . Hlien Jack quoted something it 
was usually classical. ... I want to say 
this one thing, all I keep thinking of b 
(hb line from a musical comedy, it's 
been an obsession with me . . . .At night 
before we went to sleep Jack liked to 
play some records. His back hurt. The 
floor was cold. I'd get out of bed 
and play them for him ~ the song he 
loved most came at the very end of (his 
record:. . . ’Don’t let it be forgot, (hat 
once there was a spot, for one brief 
shining moment that was known as 
Camelot.* 

”... .There'll m ver be another Ca- 
meiot again. . .'* 

White phtMied in his story from the 
K(*miedy kitchen. He used the Camelot 
analogy as his lead, and that's how (hat 
particutar leiacnd was bom. 

I rather suspect that White .set nut to 
write a straight-forward autobiography 
and that the book got away from him 
and took on its own character. But. 
being a self-effacing kind of fellow, 
I'm certain he was delighted to find that 
he was chronicling history and its 
heroes rather than himseif. No one 
can do It better.

Th« Canadian ABC Book by Roy Rataraon . . . affaotionata raapbarriaa 


Rjlph Sicadman Is a weli knoun car- 
liMiniM wh()>c uurk 1 know best through his 
illustrations lur Aike Tfirough the LfM>king 
Glass. !! takes courage fur a modem artist 
to rc-^ntt'rpi*i*t CarrolPs masterpiece 
in i!k‘ wake o> Tonniel and the hundred 
others who haxe atu ntpied it in the century 
' since the b<s*k was written. Nu-one I know 
aciuan> ijkc.s Steadman's pictures, but they 
neNer tail to provoke a response, with their 
sMvaee humor and macabre detail that re- 
ilixt all the blaek insights into the text that 
in»»dcrn »>sycho!ogy can olfer. 

Two new picture books by Steadman 
show his remarkable talents: Cherrywood 
C'annoB (Kandoin House, 19.95) is even more 
impu.>sible to be lukewarm about than Alice. 
If Alice was nightmarish, this is ten times 
worse: Its pictures of terror, ugliness and 
hatred are unsurpassed. If anyone could do 
justice to Tolkien's scenes of desolation 
in Mordor it would be Steadman. 

The stor>'. such as it is, concerns a 
king and his people whose chief emotion 
is hate, and whose ultimate weapon of 
destruction, the cherrywood cannon, finally 
destroys no enemy — there is none — but 
themselves. The appalling blurb speaks of 
the books as "a devasUtingly simple fable 
of war and peace" and of the intention of the 
author and artists to spread "a message of 
peace around the world.*’ 

The best intentions could not go more 
awry. The spectral, grotesque images are 
overwhelmingly powerful, an emanation of 
all the evil in the dark pits of tbe mind; there 
is no hope. 1 suspect there was meant to be: 
after all. the king and his people destroy 
only themselves, and the absurdity of their 
hatred is revealed in touches of humor: the 
helmets, for example, apparently a crass 
between Nazi and Viking, turn out on 
closer inspection to be saucepans. The 
influence of Alice, again, I suppose, since 
Tweedledum and 'Dveedledee made similar 
use of kitchenware, but how different. 

The fearsome ugliness the pictures con¬ 
vey rolls like a black tide over such small 
jokes; there is nothing wholesome, nothing 
good, actually present. Between that and the 
poor rags of a story which reveal all the ugly 
bone.'k of moral faole, I cannot, as you will 
have gathered, recommend the book, except 
as a conjuraticM) of bell. 

fc'mergeiicy Moiise (General. $6.95) 
shows Steadman in a less gloomy frame 
of mind. The mice in this picture book 
are full of individuality, with manic smiles 
of delight and despair and huge ears that 
catch changes of mood like windsocks. The 
drawings have the spidery st>le and clK‘eky 
vitality of Ronald Searle. and the endpapt'r. 
cross-hatched in pastels, shows that Stead¬ 
man can convey a warmth and softni'ss as 
reassuring as John Bumingham's 

Such a pity, therefore, that Bernard 
Slone’s story is so ordinary*, so dull: all 
about Henry, in Hospital, worrying about his 
sick white mouse, and thus populating his 
di*eams wkh all kmds of hospitalized mice in 
a copimnnplace technique that almost un¬ 
avoidably ends in anticlimax when the 
drtamer awakes. 

Th«' adventures themselves consist 
mainly of uninventive description of mouse 
nv'dical cases (Tooihv Ntouse who raided 
the sweetshop with p'^edictable results, 
eti. i. 'He dedication suggests that the story

Jean C. George, a distinguished writ¬ 
er whose Julie of the Waives won the 
Newbery medal, has provided the text, 
but it really dues not equal the illustra¬ 
tions: well written, gentle, kind, it is also 
very slight. All (he same, sim^ it deals with 
a small child, his loving parents and the 
problems that ripple the surface of his tran¬ 
quil life, it is the kind of book Shimin's 
illustrations suit extremely well. 

Rabbit Island (General, $9.75) by Jorg 
Muller and Jorg Steiner gave me an unpleas¬ 
ant jolt. It is a picture book with a fairly long 
narrative and a theme not unlike Watership 
Down. Two rabbits in a factory where 
'when they are fat enough they will be 
killed, but they don't know that" e.scape to 
the green fields. Of course I expected them 
to find a country refuge and happiness. 

But at the end of the book Big Grey 
returns to the factory because he is scared of 
the outside world and there is a forlorn 
parting from Little Brown, who prefers the 
countryside despite its hazards. The reader 
knows that Big Grey will eventually be 
killed, even if he doesn't. What are we meant 
to understand from all this? That even 
battery production is all right if it’s what 
you’re used to? That country living is dan¬ 
gerous and we are sentimental to think it 
better? Yet the pictures — and it is an 
extremely beautiful book ~ make it plain 
that the factory is altogether inferior to the 
countryside. Is it.a way of breaking children 
to the realities of life? 1 have no intrinsic 
objection, of course, to a story behaving 
predictably; it's often a good sign, but the 
moral here is not at all clear and the sadness 
.seems without point. 

I fell for Tbe Canadian ABC Book (Hur 
tig. ft.95). It is surprisingly Inexpensive for 
a Canadian book, and although it has an 
unfortunate mass-production appearance, 
on close examination there are ail sorts of 
pleasing details. In fact. Roy Peterson, as 
benefits a cartoonist, draws everything 
large and seems to blow affectionate rasp¬ 
berries at the same time. Under A. along 
with apple, appears Emily Carr, grinning 
broadly (mast unlike the photographs) with 
her monkey on her shoulder; the Expos 
baseball player points his toe like a balle¬ 
rina; even the Queen has an impish grin. 
Through the book runs the mouse. Stubble- 
jumper Zed, Introduced charmingly on the 
first page in a lively, unpretentious prose- 
rhyme mix that sets tbe tone for the I^k.

Blair Lent has a male crocodile pushing a 
baby buggy in (he first picture of Tlie Tele¬ 
phone (^av erbooks. $10.25). It's good to see 
an artist escaping from sex stereotypes 
Ho% do you tell the sex of a crocodile? Well, 
this one wears trousers and a beaver hat in a 
nonsense poem for children that William 
Jay Smith has translated from the Russian 
Every kind of animal in every size and 
disguise appears, from flamingoes in night¬ 
caps to a rhino in a sunsuit, the authentic 
Russian touch — a samovar here, a balalai¬ 
ka there, amusingly supplied by the illustra 
lor. Lent also provides a thread of sense for 
the verse, as the same animals reappear 
from scene to scene. This is useful; perhaps 
some cultural groundwork, on which the 
airy iKlifice of nonsense is built, is miss 
ing. but despite the vitality and bright 
rhymes of Smith's translation I'm not sure, 
on (his evidence, (hat nonsense really 
travels well. 

The Sesame .Street Book of Opposites 
(.Vlusson, $4.9.')) is educational, its pictures 
explaining pairs of opposite words with 
much th(' same visual methods as the televi¬ 
sion program. Zero Mostel interprets the 
words and is impossible to resist, making 
faces for ••nice’’ and "grouchy’’, using a 
battered old top hat as a very (Repressive 
prop, giving even the word 'sta()d ' a hu¬ 
morous impact. The book is urK-luctered. 
clear, simple. I do. however, question the 
value of such an exercise. Once the Sesame 
Street method becomes .static is there much 
left? I suppose that depends on. how you 
feel about Zero Mostel. 

In .Striding Slippers (CoJlier-.\$acMiflan, 
$.9.95), Mirra Ginsburg re-tehs a Russian 
tale about slippers like se\en-iedg*ir boots 
with minds of their own wmch embarrass 
lho.se who .steal them until (hey atre finally 
returned to their owner. L is characteristic 
of Russian tales to have a strong moral, but 
there’s usually plenty humor to >ugar the 
pill. There isn’t verv much iferr, and Sal 
Vlurdoccd's illu-strations don't play it up. 
ThiN is a comp* lent but rela»i‘ oly undistin- 
guishexi aadition to Mk liieramre. 

Fiona French an a*‘tisi who set'ins 
to m.in;*ge a complete *hange of style 
irom one b<M»k ‘o uno'her and produces 
fascinating pinures every time. In Hum 
(he Iblmble lOxford, j;h.')j. tliree chil¬ 


dren play the game in I7th-cen(ur> Am 
sterdam. The warm, rich colors and lovingly 
executed details (he tiles in the kitchen. 
cH'hoes of Vermeer in a girl playing (he 
harpsichord, the embroidered cushion in 
which the book's dedication is cunningly 
hidden, are very pleasing. Alas, if only the 
story had as much to offer as the pictures! 

Gerald McDermott specializes in care¬ 
fully researched versions of myth that are 
feasts for the eye. and Tbe Voyage of Osiris 
{Clarke. Irwin, $6.95) lives up to the .stan- 
(iard of his earlier work. The myth concem.s 
Osiris, whose death and rebirth reflect the 
seasonal cycle. It is the visual rather than 
verbal impact of the myth that is so telling. 
McDermott takes the familiar images from 
Egyptian artifacts and adapts them into his 
own patterns and shapes, using color with 
brilliance and intensity that seem to reflect 
(he power these ancient myths embodied. 

In (he Troll Hood (.Methuen, $7.95) is 
a series of pictures by John Bauer, a 
IMh-century Swedish illustrator. Loosely 
linked by a quiet, descriptive text and 
the occasional anecdote, the pictures have 
the subdued color and enjoyment of the 
grotesque (hat are usually associated with 
Arthur Rackham. I prefer to see the pictures 
in the context of Swedish fairy tales (and 
there is a very good collection in which they 
appi’ar). but this is the next best thing. 

In The Magical Drawlng.s of .Moony 
B. Finch (Doubieday. $7.95) author-illustra¬ 
tor David Macphail gives us a little moral 
tale about a boy who can draw pictures (hat 
come to life. The greed of the people who 
discover this causes him to u.se his *‘just-in- 
caso" eraser to mb out ail he has given them 
and produce a spectacular dragoq. Macphail 
acknowledges a debt to Ernest Shepard and 
this is evident in a certain charm and gentle 
ness about the text as well as the pictures. 

All Tin-Tin fans will be delighted to 
know that there is yet another adven 
ture to enjoy. In Tin-Tin In America (Meth¬ 
uen. $6 95). our intrepid boy detective getN 
bopped on the head too often for it to be 
considered Herge's best plot, and there are 
some racial stereotypes (hat are hard to 
Ignore. Oiherwse. apart from a grievous 
lack of Captain Haddock, all the ingredients 
are a> they should be — deep-dyed villains, 
plus-fours and. of course. Snowy. 
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.‘Donkey Biding’, from The W1m4 Baa Wiaga: 
Poeais from Canada, a paperback reissue by 
Oxford University Press. $5.9i. 


More Adventures 
Of Solden Family 

Jean Little's latest novel for children. Lhtem tor the 
.Singing (Clarke. Irwin. tS.SO). takes us bark to (he 
charcters of her most successful book. From Anna. The 
Solden family, who emigrated from Germany, have now 
been in Toronto some years. It is IMS. war la imminent, 
and Anna, youngest of the five children, who has very 
poor sight, is full of fears about entering high .school. 

Jean Little has lost none of the warmth and 
feeling that characterized her earlier account; LMrn 
for (hr .Singing Is a gentle, optimistic novel, in which even 
Mr. Lloyd, the meanest teacher in school, turns out to be 
not quite such a brute after all. Anna's visual handicap 
provokes a natural sympathy which enables us to enter 
fully into her anxieties and adjustments, and the war 
itself provides a background of high seriousness which 
brings out the best In title's writing. The freak acci^nt 
affecting Rudi is rather contrived, but the family rela¬ 
tionships are so well observed that one forgets the creaky 
plot In the interest of Anna's changing relationship with 
Rudi. the clever, handsome brother who was so unkind to 
her as a child. 

In one sense the obvious external difficulties — war, 
physical handicaps — make Jean Little's book rather 
pleasantly old-fashioned, for many modem novels for 
adoiescenls concentrate on revealing their charcters’ 
Inner problems. It would be hypocritical to say that these 
are no less real than the others, because 1 don’t quite 
believe II. and certainly reading Jerome Brooks’ The 
Testing of Charlie Hommelmss (CIsrte. Irw in, $7.iS), I 
don’t. However true it is that not being able to swim and 
haling to show oneself in a swimsuit in public loom large 
In a boy’s problems, it is hard to find them interesting 
unless Ihey are treated with considerable wit and humor. 
It Is a rather depressing book, because it drives you to 
consider that a solid, external problem would do Charlie 
the world of good — as much good as a bit of solid plotting 
would do Mr. Brooks. 

On his 5aih anniversary, the three earliest stories of 
Disney's most famous character have been reissued. The 
Adventures of Mickey Moa.se (.\fusson. tS.Si) seems to 
Justify the mixed suspicion and respect with which I base 
always n-garded Wall Disney, if only because the stories 
are so completely different in style and quality. The first 
is a standard cat-and-mouse cartoon plot, but well told, 
with an occasional old fashioned, straight backed felicity 
of phrase n-miniscent of Beatrix Potter. It even bursts 
into rhjme at party lime with commendable exuber 
a nee. 

The second tale, on the other hand, is appalling. The 
hoary old plot about buried treasure recounted In iame 
four-line verses. Number three has an enllrely different, 
laconic, bearded old-timer in a rocking-chair lone, yes- 
sirree. and the episodes concerning Mickey and his horse 
Tanglefoot arc rather appealing. 

Wall Disney has always been a aeries of enterprises 
at least as often as a person, but I wish that here he were 
not so obviously Ihri-e different writers of entirely un¬ 
equal talents.-J.T.

Book Centre. Headquartered at 89 Bkwr SI. West in 
Toronto (postal code M5S IMS), the Centre's aim la to 
foster natfcmal Interest In chiMren’a bboka written by 
$ Canadians. Because children invariably identify with the 
characters in the hooka they read, they need Canadian 
books to balance their other reading. 

^ Nobody knows this better than Phytlis Yaffe, Direc- 
tor of the CZhildreo’s Book Onlre. Under her guidance the 
Ontre provides a hook list of 144 suggested titles, sends 
writers and illustrators on cross-country tours to meet 
children face to face, publiahes a quarterly uewsleiter 
(The (^ildren'a Book News) and apon-sora an annual 
Cbildren’a Book Festival.

Facts Need Imagination Too 


Most non-fiction books for 
children are the kind I would 
never actually buy. 1 find 
myself consigning them to 
the school shelves; useful for 
an occasional project, a 
single read, but not the kind 
of thing one would ever look 
at twice. 

I have the feeling that any 
facts, however moUey or duD 
an assortment, given reason¬ 
ably attractive production, 
somehow slide through the 
door of respectability which I 
would shut firmly on fiction 
of the same standard. After 
all. fact is fact; real life is 
fact; facts are what we have 
to face and they’re hard, 
therefore respectable. 

Yet facts need the same 
imaginative treatment as fic¬ 
tion; it seems so obvious, 
once you’ve seen it done, and 
I have, by David Macaulav In 
(Underground (Thomas A/fen. 
$10.95). The installation of 
electric or water pipes, the 
laying of structural founda¬ 
tions are not. after all, sub¬ 
jects of universal appeal, or 
not at least until in Under¬ 
ground. Macaulay takes a 
typical city Intersection and 
show us all that lies beneath 
— quite literally, since he 
strips the soil away and sets 
us at all kinds of levels, some¬ 


times 60 feel below looking up 
through a transparent road, 
te reveal all t^ Ingenious 
subterranean workings on 
which we depend so much. 

The explanationt are im¬ 
peccably simple (not easy 
when one Is dealing with (he 
complexities of civil engi¬ 
neering) and the pictures and 
diagrams, always exactly 
matching the text, are quite 
remarkable; their perspec¬ 
tive suggests Ibe immensity 
of the achievements we take 
for granted, and engages our 
emockm. as most noa-flction 
signally falls to do. There is 
also the occasional touch of 
humor or fantasy just to keep 
(he reader on his toes; for 
every fire hydrant there is a 
dog, and one sewer rat sits 
back in cross-legged ease. 
Steam pipes, subways, 
sewers, skyscraper founda¬ 
tions ^ the pavement be¬ 
neath your feet and the holes 
in the road will never seem 
quite the same again. 

Compared with that, Henry 
Humpbrey'a The Farm 
(DouMeday. $7.25) b stolid 
fare: tome pleasant photo¬ 
graphs and a simple. Infor¬ 
mative text organized around 
the activitiea of a farmer and 
his family do very little to 


quicken (he Imagination, to 
set (ho facts an fire so that 
(hey imprint themselves with 
the strength of a well-told 
story. 

With Kids Outdoor Gardro- 
lag, by AJJeen Paul (Double- 
day, 19.95) and Woodworking 
for Kids by rrank D. Torr 
(Doubleday, $7.95), however, 
we are one step further back. 
Here, hi its entirety, b Paul's 
note on harvesting; "harvest¬ 
ing b a joyful time as you 
gather vegetables and flow¬ 
ers. You can understand why 
(great poems are written ai^ 
painting done about harvest¬ 
ing.*' Even In a book of gar¬ 
dening instructions that b pa- 
(hetically inadequate. 
Torre's bo^ has (he advan¬ 
tage of one or two interesting 
projects, but in neither case 
his the author succeeded in 
conveying (he delict ot these 
manual activities. You are 
more likely Co nod off than 
rush out and pull up a weed or 
pick up a saw. 

Roy Doty is prominent on 
the cover of wWre are yea 
gUmg with that energy? and 
Where are yen #Mng wffft 
that ceal? (Doubleday, $9.99 
each) and his clear lively 
cartoon drawings take up 
half the space on each page. 
These and the catchy UUea 


are the best features of the 
books but the amassing of 
facts In the text, however, 
worthy, b iineTCltlng. 

The fun of non-fiction re¬ 
sides hi queer placea, such as 
the little pap e rb a ck A Par¬ 
ent's Galde in Children's 
Laadea (Nelson Fester ft 
Scott. $2.50). So much goes on 
hi London that every page 
reveab something Inferii^ng; 
where to sam^ stewe d eels, 
te hire animal ceetumes, ta 
see a windmill, apart from 
the usual necessities of model 
railway shops, bbtoric build- 
higs and museums. The map 
thoughtfully marks the 
iocatlM of every public lava¬ 
tory too. That has to be a sign 
of imaginative map-
